Proceedings Of The 
A. N. A. Convention 


Washington, D. C. 
August 21 to 26. 


FIRST SESSION — MONDAY MORNINCi, AUCiUST 2:5. 

The annual convention of the American Numismatic Association met at 
10.30 A. M. in Hotel Washington, Washington, D. C., President T. James 
Clarke presiding. 

President Clarke — Members of the American Numismatic Association, 
Ladies and Gentlemen: I am very pleased to call to order this 193 7 con- 
vention of the American Numismatic Association. I will now introduce Col. 
Alva ,T. Brasted, Chief of Chaplains of the United States Army, who will 
offer the invocation. 

(Colonel Brasted gave the invocation.) 

President Clarke — In behalf of the world-wide membership of the Ameri- 
can Numismatic Association, I ask that you rise in loving memory to the 
father of our Association, Dr. Heath. 

(The assemblage arose and stood silent a moment.) 

President Clarke — I am pleased to introduce to you Mr. Weikert, Jr , 
President of the Washington Numismatic Society, who will speak to us a 
few minutes. Mr. Weikert. 

Mr. Weikert’s Address. 

Mr. Weikert— President Clarke, Members of the American Numismatic 
Association, and Numismatic Friends: On behalf of the Washington Numis- 
matic Society I want to extend to you a most cordial welcome and greetings 
from this society. We welcome you here. The last time the American 
Numismatic Association convened in this city was in 19 26. The following 
year, 1927, the Washington Numismatic Society was formed. It was formed 
with just a few members. It grew to the extent of several additional mem- 
bers, and it continued with its meetings until 1933 and then it disbanded 
It seems for lack of interest among some of the members. In January of 
1936 we had a reorganization of the Washington Numismatic Society We 
met in January with eight members. Today, I am happy to say, we liave a 
membership of 40. All of them are good collectors and form a very nice 
group of people. When your convention met last year in Minneapolis we 
sent one of our members with an invitation to meet this year in Washing- 
ton. Some time later the Board of Governors decided to come to Washing- 
ton, and you are here today. I don’t think there is a city in the country 
that IS better situated and has more to see and more to do than the City 
of Washington, the nation’s Capital, especially for a group of this kind be- 
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cause we have here the United States Treasury just across the street, which 
I know is of interest to this group. We have the Treasury Annex. We: 
have the Bureau of Engraving and Printing, and last but not least we have 
one of the United States collections of coins that is located in the Smithso- 
nian Institution, which you will view while you are here. 

I would like to say a word or two about our city — something about its 
foundation. When the two States of Maryland and Virginia presented to 
the United States Government two tracts of land, the State of Virginia about 
one-third and the State of Maryland furnishing two-thirds, these two tracts 
of land formed an area of about 100 sciuare miles. This was in 179 2. 
Gen. George Washington, who as you know was a surveyor, with his friend, 
Charles L’Enfant, a Frenchman, drew the plans for these two tracts of 
land. Looking at the plans at this time as they were drawn up and looking 
at the city today, you would find it almost identically the same. Very few 
changes have occurred since that time in the general plan of the city. 
Those of you who were on the tour passed through the small town called 
Georgetown, on M Street. The little stone house still stands where Gen. 
George Washington and L’Enfant laid out the plans for the District of 
Columbia. We are governed here by a little different method than most 
other cities. Instead of having a mayor, we are governed by three com- 
missioners. These commissioners are selected by the President of the Unit- 
ed States and confirmed by the United States Senate. One of them must 
be of the rank of captain in the United States Army Engineering Corps, or 
higher. The other two may be residents of the district. One of these men 
is chairman of the Commission. 

There are, of course, many things that I could call your attention to 
about our Government buildings, but I am not going to tell you about them 
this morning. Most of them were pointed out to you in your trip yester- 
day, but we have many things that your attention could be called to, such 
as the Smithsonian Institution, the National Museum, the Capitol with 
grounds valued at $25,000,000, the Congressional Library, directly back of 
that the Shakespearean Library, and all the other buildings which are too 
numerous to mention. Of course, there are many memorials erected to great 
men. I am thinking of the memorial to Abraham Lincoln, which you have 
seen, which is supposed to be the finest memorial erected to any man. 
Standing at the far end of the Mall is the memorial of Abraham Lincoln with 
a sitting statue carved out of one piece of solid marble, weighing 150 tons, 
and then on his right on the wall in bronze his Gettysburg address, while 
on the other side is his second inaugural address. We have, of course, a> 
memorial here to Gen. George Washington, the Washington Monument tow- 
ering to a height of 5 55 feet over the city. And then we have many other 
memorials to great men, especially to Civil War generals and others. 

I want to again tell you I know you will enjoy your stay in this city be- 
cause we have so many things for people to see, and especially those who 
are interested in numismatics. We give you a hearty welcome and we are 
glad that you are here. 

President Clarke — Mr. Weikert, on behalf of the Association we accept 
your very courteous invitation to your city with deep appreciation, and I 
am sure that we are going to have a fine time in this great city. I am 
wondering if there is any place in the United States that hasn t heard of 
Washington in the last four or five years. You know after we come down 
here and meet all the fine collectors and fine people and see the beaiitifult 
city of Washington we can go back home and say it is not half as bad as is 
being painted on the outside. We have already tasted the hospitality in 
the few days we have been here, and I know we are going to enjoy every* 
minute of our stay with you. I am very proud of your Washington Numis- 
matic Association and I want to congratulate them on the special arrange- 
ments they have made for this convention.

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President Clarke — You have heard Mr. DiifReld’s very fine report. 

Mr. Rayson — I move the report be accepted and referred to the Auditing 
Committee. (Carried.) 

President Clarke — Next is the report of the Committee on Advertising. 
Mr. Dewey was Chairman. I think somebody has that report. 

Mr. Kortjohn — I have the report of the Advertising Committee. It is 
rather lengthy, running into five pages of typed material beside a schedule 
of the results and the cost of getting these things before the public, and 
with your leave I will read the whole thing. 

Report of the Advertising Coiniiiittee. 

Mr. President and Members of the American Numismatic Association: 

Your Committee on Advertising herewith submits its report on the re- 
sults of the advertising campaign for the past Association year, from Au- 
gust 21st, 1936, to August 23rd, 1937. 

The resignation of Mr. Moritz Wormser as chairman of the Advertising 
Committee at the 19 36 Convention brought into being the present commit- 
tee, which, in November, 1936, was charged with the duty of continuing the 
splendid work that had been accomplished by the former group over a long 
period of years. The new committee is deeply indebted to Mr. Wormser for 
his assistance and interest in its work during the past eight months in which 
it has been functioning. 

With but few exceptions your committee has adhered to the general pat- 
tern set up by Mr. Wormser’s committee, since their plan of operation had 
been both beneficial to the Association and systematic in method as well. 
A regular system of check letters was again employed to identify replies to 
specific advertisements, so that we are again enabled to outline a very good 
approximation of the results obtained from each source. In addition, we 
have made liberal use of form letters for replying to stereotyped inquiries, 
which has minimized the amount of typing work required and expedited the 
unusually large volume of mail handled by the committee. 

One important change from the former committee’s policy was put into 
effect after consultation with your President on the matter. All advertis- 
ing this year was confined to the solicitation of memberships in the Asso- 
ciation, whereas formerly a portion of the advertising was devoted to the 
sale of subscriptions to The Numismatist alone. In some cases we have 
centered the advertising matter around The Numismatist, but in no case 
was the magazine offered apart from regular membership. Where sub- 
scriptions to the magazine were specifically requested, lacking application 
for membership, they were, of course, gladly accepted, but an attempt was 
always made to interest the party in the Association at the same time. 

This change in policy has resulted in an appreciable loss in the number 
of subscriptions obtained this year to the magazine compared with the num- 
ber realized when subscriptions were offered separate from membership. 
As against this, however, at least a dozen prospective purchasers of the 
magazine were induced to take out full memberships in the Association 
after being invited to do so by the committee. Whether future advertising 
campaigns should revert to the former practice or continue as at present 
will probably be determined for the committee by the Association at large 
and no further discussion of the subject seems necessary here. 

Appended herewith and made a part of this report is a tabulation of the 
results of the advertising campaign for this year by the various media 
selected by the committee, together with the total costs of each. As in 
former years, a number of communications were received which lacked any 
positive means of identification, and these have been listed again as “mis- 
cellaneous.” Except for the uncertainty of the origins of this type of reply, 
a very definite classification of the value of each media could be obtained. 
This much, however, appears fairly definite and certain: Magazine and cata- 
logue advertising is vastly more productive than newspaper advertising for 
our particular type of sales work, particularly where the former type ap- 
peals in the main to that portion of the general public which is already 
“coin-minded.” Splendid results have been obtained from Wilson’s “Ameri- 
can Catalogue and Standard Premium List of United States Coins” and 
from the Bolender and Stack auction sale catalogues. With the single ex- 
ception of the New York Herald-Tribune, newspaper advertising produced 
only meagre results. 
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Of the total appropriation of $350 allotted your committee, $217.33 was 
expended, which may be apportioned as follows:

In addition to a large amount of good-will and other missionary work 
which we have fostered for the Association during the past year, we are glad 
to report the following tangible results of the 1936-37 advertising cam- 
paign :

Note: The practice of sending out sample copies of The Numismatist by 
the committee was discontinued this year. All requests for sample copies 
were referred directly to the business manager and income from this source 
is included in his report. 

It is regretted that your committee was organized too late in 1936 to 


take advantage of the customary “end-of-year” advertising. During the 
last few months we have tried to offset this loss by an active campaign for 
“half-year” memberships, which has proved quite successful. 

The amount of money taken in during the year was as follows:

It is significant to note that much of the results in any given year are the 
product of advertising campaigns conducted previously. A large number of 
the memberships and subscriptions obtained during this year, for example, 
came as the direct result of former advertising and so it will be that much 
future benefit will probably be derived from the past campaign. 

Your committee has attempted to review the aims and functions of the 
advertising committee during the last six months and has devoted consider- 
able time and thought to the possible reapportionment of duties in the 
future. In this connection we would like to recommend that consideration 
be given to a division of the work now handled by the Advertising Com- 
mittee so that it could be relieved of the burden of answering general in- 
quiries on numismatic subjects which come to it in great volume through 
the Treasury Department here at Washington. This portion of the work 
is apparently assuming increased proportions each year if the number of 
such communications during the last six months is at all indicative of future 
trends. Almost a thousand such letters have cleared through the commit- 
tee this year and it is felt that the job of answering this amount of mail 
warrants a separate committee in the future. 

Your committee also believes that much time and energy are wasted in 
clearing memberships under our present methods. In many respects the 
system of routing new applications through an intermediary committee is 
both cumbersome and unbusinesslike, requiring unnecessary correspondence 
between offices of the Association and delays in the acceptance of members 
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No immediate solution to this problem presents itself at this time but it Is 
the earnest hope of your committee that the day is not too far distant when 
all the operating forces of the Association will be centralized with a full 
time secretary-manager coordinating all the various functions of the As- 
sociation. 

As in previous years, every effort has been made by the committee to 
ascertain the desirability for membership of applicants who were unknown 
to the committee. Numismatic or business references have been carefully 
investigated in all cases but a few where the applicant’s background was 
well established. We believe that we have proposed some very fine mate- 
rial for membership during the past year and have made, at the same time, 
many more friends for the Association. Your committee knows that we 
have only scratched the surface of the field which lies before us and that 
much extension work remains for the future. 

We would be delinquent in our duty if we should close this report with- 
out having mentioned something of the loyalty and interest displayed in 
the work of the committee and the Association as a whole by certain deal- 
ers. The Hewitt brothers of Chicago, publishers of the Numismatic Scrap- 
book, and R. A. Wilson, of Los Angeles, who publishes the “American Cata- 
logue,” have each provided us with advertising space at rates well below 
the standard for their respective periodicals. M. H. Bolender of Illinois 
has given us full-page advertisements in his auction sale catalogues at a 
figure which hardly covers the cost of printing. The Stack Brothers in 
New York have also provided two full page advertisements in their sale 
catalogues during the spring of 193 7 at no cost to the Association whatso- 
ever. Your committee and the Association itself is indebted to these fellow- 
members for their cooperation and help. 

In conclusion, the committee wishes to thank each of the officers and 
members of the Association who have assisted in any manner with the work 
of the committee during the year. It has been a privilege to work for the 
Association, and your chairman exceedingly regrets that acceptance of other 
duties makes his resignation as active head of the Advertising Committee 
necessary at this time.

President Clarke — This is the report of our Advertising Committee, of 
which Mr. Dewey is the chairman, which has been read for your informa- 
tion. Should that be referred to the Auditing Committee, Mr. Kortjohn? 

Mr. Kortjohn — It doesn’t require any auditing. 

Mr. Duffield — Aren’t there some recommendations in the report? 

President Clarke — The recommendations should go to the Resolutions 

Committee. i.. 

Mr. Gillette — I think we should show our commendation of such high 
progress. I move that whatever part should be submitted to the Resolu- 
tions Committee be submitted to that committee and whatever part to the 
other committees be submitted to them, and the same be accepted with our 
approval. (Carried.) 

President Clarke — Next is our No. 11, report of the Coin Purchasing Com- 
mittee, of which Mr. Moritz Wormser is Chairman. 

Report of Coin Purchasing roiiiiiuttee. 

To the President of the American Numismatic Association and Member as- 
sembled in Convention at Washington. 

Your Coin Purchasing Committee for the year 19 36-7 herewith begs to 
submit its report. 

During the year there were purchased as many new issues of coins as 
came to the attention of your committee, a total of 7 5 coins. Nos. 464 to 
538, at a total cost of $28.71. 

The net cost was slightly reduced through the courtesy of the Chinese 
Embassy in Washington, who were kind enough to furnish your committee 
with a number of extra sets of the minor issue of China, and the sale of 
excess sets not needed for the Association, amounting to $2.40, was credited 
against the total purchases. 

It is not necessary to accompany this report with details of these pur- 
chases, as complete lists and receipts were deposited with the proper officers 
of the Association. 

It is particularly fortunate that our Association this year is meeting in 
Washington so that the general membership has a good opportunity to ex- 
amine our Loan Exhibit with the Smithsonian Institution, National Museum, 
and can convince itself of the value of the work which the Association is 
doing in conjunction with this Government institution. 

For the benefit of those members who are not fully familiar with this 
phase of our Association work, your chairman again wants to emphasize 
the desirability of continuing this cooperation between the National Museum 
and our Association for the years to come, as it represents one of the 
national activities of our Association which entitles it to the Federal Charter 
which was granted to us. 

Your committee trusts that the Convention will again appropriate the 
same amount as heretofore, for the continuation of the work of the com- 
mittee. 

Your committee was strongly tempted to also purchase a set of the 
British Coronation coins, but felt that it was not authorized to make a 
purchase of such a large amount (around $110.00), as that would have 
exceeded the usual annual appropriation very considerably. 

In view of the fact that the purchases of the committee have never in 
past years reached the amount appropriated, the committee believes that 
the Association make an exception to past practices and make a special ap- 
propriation of not to exceed $110.00 for the purchase of a Coronation set, 
in addition to the usual annual appropriation of $100.00.

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President Clarke — You have listened to the report of the Chairman of 
our Coin Purchasing Committee. What is your pleasure in connection with 
same? Will somebody make a motion? 

Mr. Dufheld^ — I move it be accepted and referred to the Committee on 
Resolutions. (Carried.) 

President Clarke — I am very glad to be able to call upon Mr. Weikert 
again, who will introduce to you Commissioner Hazen. 

Mr. Weikert — I just told you a short time ago that we were governed 
here in the District of Columbia a little bit differently from the way you are 
governed in other cities which you represent throughout the country and 
that we have three commissioners. I told you they were selected and how 
they were confirmed by the United States Senate, and I am very happy this 
morning to present to you the chairman of this Commission, Commissioner 
Melvin C. Hazen. 


Address of roiiiiiiissioiier Hazen. 

Mr. Melvin C. Hazen — Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen: I am sorry 
to have to apologize for being late, but I am a dirt farmer and I just came 
up from the farm this morning. We have had an awful bad storm, and I 
am sorry to have been late. Being a dirt farmer I am not a speechmaker. 
That is not my job, anyhow. I have some lawyers in the District service 
that do all the talking; I do the work. You know lots of people think a 
Commissioner ought to be able to make a speech. When I first was ap- 
pointed Commissioner I naturally thought it was a very important job. I 
rather ignored my old-time friends. I had my head up in the air and 
snubbed a lot of them; thought I had a real position. After serving some 
time I have found it is only a job. After I was appointed I went out to 
the opening football game. About the middle of the game it rained. I was 
with Chief Justice White, Chief Justice of our District of the Supreme 
Court. We got under the grandstand to get out of the rain. There was an 
awful mob. I am a police commissioner. One of my policemen saw me and 
he said: “I will get you through this crowd to your car.” It was alongside 
the grandstand. He got us about half way through and then he got us in 
a jam. He said: “Make way for the Commissioner.” Some fellow said: 
“Who in hell is the commissioner?” Ever since then I want to assure you 
that put me in short pants, and when I get in a crowd I am sure not to 
have a policeman make way for me. 

I want to say I am very happy to be here, although late. I welcome you 
to Washington. On behalf of your Commissioners I extend to you a very 
hearty welcome and present you the keys of the city. I haven’t any keys, 
but it is intended that you shall have free access to the city and I want 
you to enjoy yourselves. Just keep away from our policemen, though. 
They are right hard-boiled. 

My friend who introduced me said we have three Commissioners here. 
He has taken most of my speech away from me. I was going to tell you 
a little about our District government. I do want to tell you this. There 
is lots of misrepresentation. We have been misrepresented all over our 
land. Our citizens here in the District have been accused of being tax- 
dodgers and supported by the Federal Government, the District supported 
by the Federal Government. I want you to take this thought home with 
you and correct the many false impressions that have gone around about 
the city of Washington. 

We have a population of 620,000 people in Washington City. They pay 
taxes just like other people, although they are accused of being tax-dodgers 
and squawkers and many very uncomplimentary things. But when you 
consider that Congress makes the laws and fixes the taxes for the District 
of Columbia, if anybody is to blame for our light tax it is Congress, so I 
don’t see why our citizens should be charged with being tax-dodgers when 
the Congress of the United States is the legislative body for the District of 
Columbia. All laws and appropriations are made by Congress, and I do 
not believe that our people are tax-dodgers; they pay taxes just like every- 
body else, and when you consider that the Federal Government owns about 
40 per cent, of the real estate value in the District of Columbia, we believe 
that the Federal Government should pay a more liberal contribution to the 
support of the city. 
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Many of our people throughout the States think that the Federal Govern- 
ment should pay nothing to the support of the nation’s capital, but I believe 
I can convince you that they should. 

As I said a minute ago, the Federal Government owns $640,000,000 worth 
of property in the District of Columbia, besides another $100,000,000 of 
exempt property in the District of Columbia, in such things as embassies, 
semi-public institutions like the Red Cross, Daughters of the American 
Revolution, and the Pan-American Union, and the national schools that 
are here. By reason of this being the nation’s capital, these institutions 
are here, and rightly so. They should be here. But when you think of 
$750,000,000 worth of property in the District of Columbia exempt from 
taxation, the greatest list of exemptions of any city in the United States, 
I believe, and I think you will agree with me if you study the financial 
set-up for the District of Columbia, that the Federal Government should 
contribute very liberally to the support of the nation’s capital. 

This is your city as well as the city of the people who live here, and, as 
I say, they own about 40 per cent, of the property and yet they only con-* 
tribute $5,000,000 to the support of the City of Washington when our 
budget is about $45,000,000. If they paid taxes the same as our citizens 
pay taxes, and I don’t say the Federal Government should be assessed, but 
their contribution should be based, in my opinion, upon the value of the 
property in the District of Columbia. Our city should be on a grand and 
larger scale than other cities of comparable size. We have wider streets 
in this city than most cities. We have more parks, about three to one, as 
other cities should have these things, but to do that you could not expect 
the 60 per cent, of the property owners in the District of Columbia to sup- 
port the nation’s capital on the grand scale in which it should be sup- 
ported. This is the richest and most powerful nation in the world, and we 
believe that it should be the most beautiful city in all the world, but as I 
say. it is not expected that the few people here should pay it. 

We have a very small area in the District of Columbia, only 69 square 
miles, and it is fairly well built up. Many of the people who work in jthe 
District of Columbia make their living here but live over in Maryland and 
Virginia. It is just a step across the line. We have 200,000 people in 
what we call the metropolitan area bordering the District of Columbia. 
We educate many of their children. They make their living here. Yet 
they pay no taxes in the District. We can never extend our border to take 
in this area. The taxpayers of the District pay for the park police, which 
you may note. They pay for the National Zoological Park. They pay for 
the maintenance of the courts which are maintained by the Federal Gov- 
ernment. Around all of these Federal buildings you see here the most 
beautiful buildings in the world. The city government pays for the laying 
of the sidewalks and the curbs and the trees and the roadways, beside fur- 
nishing water and sewer and fire and police protection. All of those things 
are paid for by the local taxpayers. So if they paid in accordance with 
the other properties they would pay over $12,000,000 instead of $5,000,000. 
So I don’t believe that you will begrudge the $5,000,000 that the Federal 
Government pays to the support of its nation’s capital if you would but 
study this problem. 

I will not bore you with more history of your own city, but while you 
are here there are many places of interest that I hope you will visit. Right 
across the river looking over the city is Arlington, the home of the Lees, 
now the last resting place of the heroes of our country. I know you will 
want to visit that historic place. 

You will also want to visit Mount Vernon, the home of the Father of our 
Country, the most sacred shrine in all America. It is only a few miles 
away over the most beautiful boulevard I have ever traveled over. Be- 
sides there are other drives here for you to see. I know you will find a 
very enjoyable and profitable time if you will do that. 

I don’t want you to be like some boy that came from the country. He 
got on his bicycle. This really happened down here in Virginia where I 
came from. The boy got on his bicycle to save himself a little money and 
he rode to the train and came to Washington for a good time. That even- 
ing he went back home. He said, “I knew Washington was a great city, 
but I didn’t know it had a roof over the whole city." He had never gotten 
outside of the Union Station. 
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Now, folks, I hope I can be of some service to you while you are here. 
I will be glad to be of any service I can. If there is anything I can do, 
don’t hesitate to call on me. 

I understand one of the objects of this society is the collection of old 
coins. I would be glad to have even new coins. I haven’t any new, let alone 
old ones. 

Seriously, I hope you will enjoy your stay here and that it will be profit- 
able to you and that you will like Washington so well that you will make 
this your home when you retire and help us pay the taxes. 

President Clarke — Commissioner Hazen, we wish to thank you very 
much for coming here today and welcoming us to your city and for the fine 
talk you have given us. We appreciate it very much and I think our boys 
are going to be very good while they are here. At least I am going to give 
them advice and tell them if they do get in a jam what to do. 

We have a little time yet, so we will listen to the report of L. W. Hoffeck- 
er, of the Legislative Committee. Mr. Hoffecker. 

Report of the liegislative (committee. 

Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen: 

I hereby submit our report as chairman of your Legislative Committee. 
During January this year I spent two weeks in Washington, during whicn 
time I conferred with Senator Adams, chairman of the sub-committee on 
commemorative coins of the Committee on Banking and Currency, and with 
Senator Maloney, also of the committee, and Congressman Andrew L. Som- 
ers, chairman of the Committee on Coinage, Weights and Measures, and 
Congressman John J. Cochran, the next ranking member of this committee. 
Also had several talks with Miss M. M. O’Reilly, acting Director of the 
Mint. After getting their ideas I drew up the details of bill S. 1628, which 
I took to Congressman Cochran, and after carefully reading same over he 
said it was satisfactory to him and told me to take it to Congressman 
Somers, as he was chairman. Mr. Somers had been out of town up to that 
day. Mr. Cochran called him and made an appointment for me to meet 
him, which I did, and he told me my bill covered everything and was the 
best solution of the question he had seen and that he would introduce it in 
Congress. 

Both Senator Adams and Congressman Somers told me they had received 
letters from the President asking them to introduce bills to stop the issuing 
of all commemorative coins. Senator Adams could not very well introduce 
my bill on account of the letter he had from the President. I took it to 
Senator Maloney, and he told me he could not introduce it without Senator 
Adams's consent as he was the chairman, but would see what he could do. 
Two days later he came to my table in the Willard Hotel and told me he^ 
had sent the bill down to be drafted and he introduced it on February 19th 
this year. I drew the conclusion that it had the approval of Senator Adams. 

I was told several times that the chances were not good to get any action 
on commemorative coins this session and that no more bills would be passed 
until they had formed some definite policy to cover all these issues. On 
March 11, 1936, Mr. Duffield and I appeared before Senator Adams’ com- 
mittee and asked for the following restrictions to be placed on commemo- 
rative bills: 

“The committee recommends that the issuance of the coins be limit- 
ed to one mint to be selected by the Director of the Mint and that not 
less than 25,000 such coins be issued at any one time. The commit- 
tee further recommends that the coins authorized shall have a single 
appropriate design, that they shall bear the date of the year in which 
they are authorized, and shall all be issued within one year from the 
date of enactment of the authorizing act.’’ 

These restrictions have been enforced on every bill since that date. Get- 
tysburg held off for over a year, trying to get coins from three mints. Nor- 
folk asked for only 20,000 but were compelled to take 25,000. The An- 
tietam bill was also amended to conform with our recommendations. The 
bills all originally read “to be coined at a mint.’’ This has always been 
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held to be at Philadelphia, but to make it more definite they changed them 
to read “at a single mint.” 

On March 17th Senator Adams introduced bill S. 1895 to abolish all 
commemorative coins and substitute medals. 

On July 12, 1937, Congressman Cochran introduced bill H. R. 7822 and 
on July 27, 1937, he introduced bill H. R. 8036, and this latter bill has 
been passed by the House and referred to the Committee on Banking and 
Currency in the Senate. 

Since I have been here in Washington this time the Committee on Bank- 
ing in the Senate had an informal meeting, but they did not have a quorum. 
I asked the secretary to keep me posted if commemorative coins were dis- 
cussed. She told me this bill of Mr. Cochran's came up, but Senator Bark- 
ley of Kentucky asked that it be put over until next year, which was done. 
This bill of Senator Cochran’s was to kill all these bills signed before 
January, 1937. 

This is practically all that has been accomplished to date. 

I have talked personally with many of the Senators and Congressmen 
and my bill was based on conversations with them and on my judgment as 
to what we could get passed. I have been criticized about the clause limit- 
ing the number of issues per year. Some said five issues were enough, and 
one Congressman said not to place any limit, but after I explained to him 
that if there was no limit passed the Treasury Department would try and 
stamp them all, and he said ten were all right. 

I have written all of the Senators and some of them several times. Every 
time a new bill was introduced I wrote both the Senators and Congressmen 
from the district sponsoring the bill and asked their support of our bill as 
it would help them in getting action on their bill. I also wrote all of the 
committees sponsoring the bills to write to their Congressmen and Senators 
to support bill S. 1628 if they expected any action on their bills. I also 
wrote to all of the Congressmen asking them to support our bill in prefer- 
ence to Mr. Cochran’s bills and all of the Senators to support bill S. 1628 
in preference to Mr. Adams’ bill. As we have 9 6 Senators and 435 Repre- 
sentatives you will realize the amount of correspondence necessary to prop- 
erly present our case to them.

Some of them seemed to thing the contents of this bill was all my personal 
idea. There were some things in there I didn’t exactly approve myself. I 
didn’t see any use of butting my head against a stone wall, and I was gov- 
erned by what the Treasury Department and the Committee on Banking in 
the Senate and the Committee on Coinage, Weights and Measures in the 
House told me I could get away with. I still think we can get our bill 
passed. 

President Clarke — You have heard this fine report. 

Mr. Bullowa — I make a motion that we give a vote of thanks for this 
report and accept it. (Carried.) 

President Clarke — It is now 12 o’clock, our usual time for adjourning. 
There are two more reports that should come in today, but we can easily 
take them up tomorrow. Will someone offer a motion? 

Mr. Schultz — I move we recess until 10 o’clock tomorrow morning. (Car- 
ried. ) 


SEC OND SESSION, TUESDAY MORNING, AUGUST 24. 

The second session convened at 10.30 A. M., President Clarke presiding. 

President Clarke — Gentlemen, will you please come to order? The next 
in the line of business you will find on the program is No. 13, the report of 
the Proxy Committee, of which Mr. Oce Curtis is the Chairman. 

(Mr. Curtis read the report. The final report appears in the proceedings 
of Wednesday’s session.) 

President Clarke — I have just been asked to announce that Edward S. 
Feely, former American Minister to Bolivia, will speak on Wednesday at 
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11 o’clock on “Nickel in Subsidiary Coinage.” The next order of business 
is No. 14, the report of the First Vice-President. I personally took the lib- 
erty of adding this, because to my knowledge he is the first Vice-Presi- 
dent that has been put to work, and he has done a lot of good work for the 
A. N. A. in organizing clubs and visiting clubs around the country. I have 
the pletasure of calling on Mr. Walker. 

Vice-President Walker’s Report. 

Mr. President and Fellow-Members of the American Numismatic Association: 

Your Vice-President begs leave to submit the following report. He does 
so, firm in the realization that full credit should be given to President 
Clarke for raising the Vice-Presidency from a position of inconspicuous 
desuetude to one of opportunity for service. Whether or not this was a 
success depends upon your view of the efforts of your most humble re- 
porting servant. 

In the first place. President Clarke received your Vice-President into what 
might be called his A. N. A. cabinet, sending him the reports as accorded 
the other officers and freely consulting with him, withholding no secrets 
where the counsel of others would benefit the Association. 

Your Vice-President believed that he should assist the President and the 
State Secretary wherever possible in his nearby territory. Therefore, upon 
consent of President Clarke, he represented the official family at the newly 
organized Stark Coin Club at Canton, Ohio, and secured their corporate 
membership as well as a number of new Association members. As honorary 
member he has given them freely his advice and counsel on many club and 
Association matters. 

Noticing that the Youngstown Club was dormant, he offered his services 
as an A. N. A. officer and former member to effect a reorganization. Out of 
the dead came life and despite the efforts of a couple of recalcitrant mem- 
bers, a new club was organized and it is his belief that it will flourish. 

He has secured and encouraged a number of new members of the A. N. 
A. in his own home town and vicinity. They have aided and assisted him 
in Cleveland, Canton, Youngstown and elsewhere, and before another year 
we may expect a thriving club in Warren, Ohio. 

Knowing a certain situation to exist in a Pittsburgh club, he made a 
special effort to visit them, knowing that it would be impossible for the 
President to be there. He represented the A. N. A. as official visitor to the 
public exhibitions of the Stark Coin Club and the Columbus Club. It will 
be needless to enumerate his other visits, such as to Jamestown, Cleve- 
land, Columbus, etc., in the interests of the Association, his activities in 
behalf of the Ohio State Numismatic Association and thus on. He assures 
you that such were limited by only time and finance and not by lack of 
conscientious effort to do his duty. 

May he conclude with the recommendation that future vice-presidents 
should accept that office not only as an honor alone or as a “spare tire,” 
but also as an opportunity for service. The A. N. A. has grown to such pro- 
portions that it is impossible for a live, energetic President of the Associa- 
tion to take care of all the work. The President should insist that the Vice- 
President should do his share of the labor, even assigning him definite tasks, 
and the Vice-President should be ready and willing to do so, as well as 
having a watchful eye for every opportunity to alleviate the onerous burden 
of the presidency. 

Your humble servant in submitting what he believes to be the first formal 
report of a Vice-President, appreciates the fact that he has served in the 
most successful administration of the A. N. A. and under an illustrious 
presidential guidance, with the full co-operation of his fellow officers and 
members. He is glad for this opportunity and respectfully submits this 
report.

President Clarke — You have heard Mr. Walker’s report. 

Mr. Bullowa — I move the report be accepted with thanks. (Carried.) 

Report of President Clarke. 

President Clarke — Now it becomes my duty to give you my report of the 
President and Chairman of the Board of Governors for 1937. 
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You had the pleasure of listening to the line reports of the officers during 
the past year, and I am sure you appreciate the good work they have been 
doing for the Association. Later in the report I will give you some figures 
for comparison, which will enable you to more fully understand the progress 
the Association has made during the past year. At this time I want to take 
the opportunity of expressing my sincere thanks in grateful appreciation 
to all officers, State Secretaries, committees and members for the support 
they have given me during my term of office. Without this loyal support 
the progress of the A. N. A. would not have gone forward. 

In connection with the Board of Governors, I might say I have had eight 
complaints during the past year. All with one exception have been settled 
in a satisfactory manner without even having to take them up with the 
Board of Governors. I might state they were mostly minor complaints 
where they had sent some money to some dealers and the dealer was prob- 
ably waiting for another. There was nothing very serious. There is only 
one complaint now, and I will turn that over to Mr. Ripstra. 

I would like to give you a brief resume for the past two years. Many of 
you were not at the Minneapolis convention last year. Two years ago Mr. 
Hunt was Chairman of the Board of Governors. With the assistance of 
the members of the board, I inaugurated somewhat of a new program, and 
while this new program has not been completed, nevertheless I think we 
have shown very satisfactory results. During the past year I was deprived 
of the counsel and assistance of Mr. Hunt through no fault of his, but rath- 
er the fault of the members of this Association in not electing the most 
competent men to the Board of Governors. 

To start out with, we got out stationery. On that stationery we gave the 
names of all the elected officers, for the first time I believe in the history of 
the Association. On the same we also had our definition of numismatics, 
which I am sure carried the message to mail carriers and other hands it 
had to pass through to thousands of people that were unaware of our Asso- 
ciation or what it really stood for. During the past year about 13,000 
letters went out through the different officers. From my office nearly 3,000 
went out last year as compared with 10,000 last year. I might say I kept 
these envelopes and stationery numbered, so I would know approximately 
what has gone out. 

During the first term the funds of the different branches of our Associa- 
tion were turned over to the Treasurer, and all the offices of the Treasurer, 
General Secretary, and Manager are now under bond. 

During my first term of office I made up an operating statement for both 
The Numismatist and A. N. A. covering the past five years, and these state- 
ments gave us a basis to start with. In the last annual report I stated all 
figures of The Numismatist as well as the A. N. A. should be available in 
order that an operating statement could be made. Since becoming Chair- 
man of your Board of Governors as well as President of the Association, 
these figures have been sent to me monthly by Mr. Duffield. Consequently, 
I have been able to send out monthly operating statements to each member 
of the Board as well as some of the officers. 

Beginning with August, 19 3 6, the beginning of our A. N. A. year, the 
monthly operating statements of The Numismatist were mailed to each 
member of the Board and officers each month. The five-year operating 
statement brought out the fact that the receipts from advertising were pay- 
ing only 41.68 per cent, of the cost of operating The Numismatist. The 
five years I referred to were from 1931 to 1935. 

In my last report I also stated that it our membership continues to grow 
as in the past, we may be compelled to have a national headquarters for 
thte successful administration of our affairs, especially those of the General 
Secretary and Editor and Business Manager. This is not any refiection on 
the personnel of these officers, but rather to give greater efficiency. At 
this time I am more convinced than ever that this should be given serious 
consideration in the near future. I have every reason to believe in the next 
few years, if this Association is properly conducted, that we will have at 
least 10,000 members, and by that time our net earnings should be at 
least $20,000 a year. 

During the past year I have endeavored to have a membership book 
printed, but our General Secretary, who has the necessary data, has not 
had the time to compile same. 
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I am going to give you some facts for your consideration. I maintain 
that we have made satisfactory progress during the past two years. In 
this connection I want it to be distinctly understood that any credit for 
same is not due to any one person, but rather from the united efforts of all 
the members and officers of this Association. 

I might refer you to the increase in membership, briefly. Starting back 
in 1910 we had 6 21 members. I wont’ give you these lists, because I read 
them last year, and I think you will And them in The Numismatist. But 
ending in 1935 the membership had increased to 139 8. That was at the 
end of Mr. Thorson’s term. He made a mighty fine showing in those two 
years. Mr. Thorson increased the membership 304, which I think was the 
greatest increase up to that date. 

Last year, ending August, 1936, we had an increase of 465 members, 
bringing the membership at that time to 1863. The year ending August, 
1937, we took in 664 new members or making a total of new members in 
the Association for the year 193 6 and 1937 of 1129 members for the two 
years, bringing cur membership to date of 25 27 with an additional 100 ap- 
plications pending, which are not included in this report. 

Now I will give you some figures for your consideration and comparison 
as the earnings of The Numismatist. 

For the five years from 1931 to 1935, the combined five years. The Nu- 
mismatist made $1,992.45. You might state probably that this five years, 
being depression years, does not give you a true picture. This question was 
asked me, so I went back further and I might say that $1,900 for the five 
years is an average of $39 8.49 per year. I went back from 1912 to 193 5 
and the average earnings there were $3 50 a year. 

Now for comparison we will take the year ending 19 3 6. I have already 
stated for the prior years combined the profit was $1992.00. For the year 
ending 19 3 6 The Numismatist made a profit of $2,161.19 as compared with 
$1,992.45 for the prior five years combined. The operating profit for The 
Numismatist for the year ending 1937 amounted to $5,856.21 as compared 
with an earning of the prior five years of $1,900. 

In connection with this, I might state that during the past year our paid 
employes’ salary was increased. The salary of Mr. Duffield was increased 
from $1,500 to $1,800. I am wondering how many members of this As- 
sociation realize and appreciate the work that Mr. Duffield is doing, and 
especially this one fact that for several years he has been hiring assistance 
and paying for it out of his own pocket, out of the $1,500 or $1,800 salary. 
I would recommend or hope that the new board and new President certainly 
give this consideration. 

I will go back for 25 years and give you our cash balances at the end of 
each year. It won’t take very long, and I will just read them quickly. In 
1910 we had a balance of $2.65; in 1911, $793.00; 1912, $490.00; 1913, 
$760.00; 1914, $555.00; 1915, $743.00. I might state that these are the 
combined total cash accounts of the Chicago office, Mr. Duffield’s and the 
Treasurer. In 1917, $702.00; 1918, $709.00; 1919, $708.00; 1920, $749.00; 
1921, $1,242.00; 1922, $1,138.00; 1923, $1,800.00; 1924, $3,011.00; 1925, 
$3,430.00; 1926, $3,110.00. 

I don’t think it would be out of place to state the advance there from 
$1,242.00 to $3,000 was under the leadership of Mr. Wormser. In 1927 
the cash balance was $4,317; in 1928, $5,148.00; in 1929, $7,163.00; 1930, 
$8,390.00; 1931, $9,228.00; 1932, $9,404.00; 1933, $10,185.00; 1934, 

$10,677.00; and 1935, $11,606.00. 

Beginning with our last year here in 1936, from $11,000.00 to $14,815.00 
and for the year ending 1937 our total cash on hand today is $21,282.00, or 
an increase in two years of our cash balance of $9,675.61, or three times the 
increase in our cash balance from the years 1931 to 1935. 

I would like to have given you a complete report on the membership dues 
received and all expenses in connection with our Chicago office, going back 
not only to 19 36 and 1937 but going back to the former years, as I have 
done with the cash in The Numismatist, but these figures have not been 
available and the cooperation has not been just satisfactory, and I have 
not been able to do this. 

For your information I can state I have some figures which I have made 
out and also which have been verified by another statement made by a 
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Before ending, I want to say a word about the very pleasant relations 
I have had with those whom I have had the most business to do with, and 
especially Mr. DutReld and Mr. Blake. Most of my work goes through 
those two gentlemen, and Harry and I have gotten along very nicely, too. 

In connection with that I want to state no magic has been used in bring- 
ing about any change here. It is simply applying the same general business 
methods that you would use in conducting your own business, if it is a suc- 
cess. Whether you approve or disapprove of what has been done for the 
past two years, and particularly the past year, I hope you will at least give 
due credit to the Board of Governors and the officers. State Secretaries, and 
the members that have worked with me so nicely in this last year, and the 
last two years. I thank you very kindly. 

(Vice-President Walker assumed the chair.) 

Chairman Walker — Fellow members, you have heard the report of your 
President. What is your pleasure? 

Mr. Stewart — I move we accept the report with thanks. (Carried by a 
rising vote.) 

(President Clarke resumed the Chair.) 

President Clarke — We now start with the order of business for Tuesday. 
No. 17 is a supplementary report of the Proxy Committee, and they have 
just reported so this will be brought up later, probably tomorrow morning. 

Next is the consideration of any business, or any resolutions which may 
be brought up on the floor, or which may be reported by the Proxy Com- 
mittee. If there is nothing to be brought up, we will pass to No. 19, the 
Report of the Auditing Committee, which will take in 19, 20, and 21, be- 
cause the same Auditing Committee makes all the reports and has the same 
chairman. So we will now have the report of the chairman of the Auditing 
Committee, Mr. Nichols. This is for the reports of the General Secretary, 
Treasurer and the Business Manager combined, which was referred to the 
Auditing Committee yesterday. 

Report of the Auditing; Coiiiiiiittee. 

To the President and Members of the American Numismatic Association; 

Treasurer’s Account — We have examined the books and records of the 
Treasurer of the American Numismatic Association as submitted to us. 
These records consisted of the bank books of the general and life member- 
ship funds on deposit at the New Jersey Title Guarantee and Trust Com- 
pany, the August statement of the checking account in the same bank, and 
a summary book of the cash receipts and disbursements, as well as vouch- 
ers 33 to 100 and from 1 to 10. We find that the detail of the vouchers 
agrees with the records of cash disbursements, and we have checked the 
various receipts and have found no discrepancies. The balances shown on 
the Treasurer’s report at the close of the Association year have been found 
to be in agreement with the bank records with the exception of normal out- 
standing checks and undeposited items. We were unable to complete our 
examination of the bank statements and checks owing to the fact that they 
were at the office of the Treasurer in New Jersey. Such records should be 
made available for the inspection of future auditing committees. We have 
given this matter careful consideration, and we are making recommenda- 
tions in a separate report attached hereto. 

Business Manager of The Numismatist — We have examined the records 
of the Business Manager of The Numismatist as submitted to us. These 
records consist of a memorandum book of monthly receipts and disburse- 
ments and approved bills for nearly all disbursements. We And that all 
money forwarded to the Treasurer has been accounted for and that the ex- 
penses as shown by the report on file are correctly stated. The cancelled 
checks and bank statements were not submitted to us for examination, and 
the committee feels that such records should be made avilable for the in- 
spection of future auditing committees. The Committee wishes to congratu- 
late Mr. Duffield on the neatness of his records and make certain recommen- 
dations for improvement on a report attached hereto. 

General Secretary — We have examined the books and records of the Gen- 
eral Secretary of the American Numismatic Association as submitted to us. 
These records consisted of voucher books, containing stubs of vouchers 33 
to 100 and 1 to 10, inclusive; also monthly statements showing dues, sub- 
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scriptions, and life membership fees collected. We examined the vouchers, 
which were properly approved and were in agreement with the Treasurer’s 
account. We traced the amounts as shown on the cash-received statement 
to the Treasurer’s summary book of cash receipts and disbursements and 
found all receipts as listed to be properly recorded therein. We were unable 
to make any examination of membership records, as they were not avail- 
able, and the committee makes certain recommendations as to the keeping 
of the records in the report attached hereto.

Recommendations made by the Auditing Committee for the keeping of the 
Books and Records of the General Secretary, Treasurer, and 
Business Manager. 

General Secretary. 

Cash Receipts Book — This book should show in detail all collections 
made from members. It should have columns provided for the date of re- 
ceipt, member’s name, total collections, dues collected, subscription fees, 
and miscellaneous items. The last day of each month this book should be 
closed and the total collections should be remitted to the Treasurer. We 
recommend that a six-column book be used. 

Voucher Record — This should be a columnar record showing the name of 
the person to whom a check should be drawn, the date drawn, the number 
of the voucher, total amount of the invoice, and columns for the principal 
types of expenditures, and two columns at the right for miscellaneous 
amounts and details. 

Membership Register — The Auditing Committee recommends the open- 
ing of a book showing details of membership transactions and will be glad 
to make further recommendations on call. 

Treasurer. 

Cash Receipts and Disbursements — This book should be in the nature of 
a summary record of the collections from the General Secretary and the 
Business Manager of The Numismatist. It should provide columns for the 
date of collection, source, total amount, total collected for dues, total from 
subscriptions, amount received from Business Manager, and miscellaneous 
collections. These items should be recorded on the left side of the page. 
The right side should be devoted to details of cash payments and should 
show the dates of checks, the payee, the voucher number, the check num- 
ber, and total amount of check, and a number of columns to provide for 
the analyses and miscellaneous items. 

Business Manager of The Numismatist. 

Cash Receipts and Disbursements Book — This book should provide spaces 
to show the dates of collections of the various amounts for advertising, the 
name of the advertiser, the total amount collected, the income from adver- 
tising, the income from subscriptions, back numbers, and sample copies, 
and miscellaneous receipts. The foregoing information should be shown on 
the left side of a six-column book. The right side of this book should be 
used to record disbursements and should show the date of payment, the 
name of payee, check number, and provide columns for the total amount of 
checks, cost of cuts, printing, postage, and amount and explanation of mis- 
cellaneous items. We believe it would be necessary to keep a subsidiary 
record of collections from subscriptions and from sale of back numbers 
and extra copies showing the name of the subscriber and the amount. Col- 
lections from this source should be entered in a cash took periodically and 
should be deposited along with the other income.

(Mr. Nichols read the report of the Auditing Committee, first on the 
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Treasurer’s account, then the Business Manager, making the following in- 
terpolation after the first paragraph:) 

Mr. Nichols — I might say that in conjunction with that, we say “nearly 
all disbursements,’’ because there are some minor items which were not 
supported by bills but memoranda. 

(Mr. Nichols read the recommendations on the General Secretary, add- 
ing: ) 

Mr. Nichols — Why we say that, gentlemen, is that it is quite a lot of de- 
tail to go into that book, but it is the only way that a detailed list of a 
membership transaction can be kept, and by using the form that we have in 
mind it would be very easy for the Auditing Committee to check this book, 
find out exactly who have paid their dues and who have not paid their dues 
and in that way you could establish an accounts receivable and know you 
were exact in the figure. 

President Clarke — You have heard the nice report of the chairman of the 
Auditing Committee. What is your pleasure? 

Mr. Thorson — Mr. Chairman, I move the report of the committee be ac- 
cepted with thanks and we as a convention concur in their recommendations. 
(Carried.) 

Dr. Henderson — I didn’t catch this motion. Do I understand the motion 
involved the creating of a special committee to open such books? I be- 
lieve the start has been made in the report of the Auditing Committee, and 
it should be followed up by some concrete action of the Association. I 
believe here is a solution for the future operation of the offices of the 
Business Manager and the Secretary and the Treasurer of this organization, 
and I believe they should be correlated and a set of books should be opened 
according to the recommendations of this committee, this committee to be 
created a special committee for the ensuing year, make a report to the 
Board of Governors for acceptance or rejection of their final adoption. I 
so move. (Carried.) 

President Clarke — The next order of business is No. 22, reports from 
the State Secretaries and personal messages left over from the first day’s 
session. There were none yesterday. I would like to state that I received 
a letter from Bob Lloyd this morning from Tonawanda, which I didn’t 
bring down, informing me that he has had a very severe attack of tonsi- 
litis and is now confined to his bed. Also a telegram from the Junior Boy 
Collectors’ Club of San Francisco. (President Clarke read the telegram.) 
Now we have several reports from State Secretaries. Some of them are 
lengthy. They will be printed in The Numismatist. 

Verbal Reports of District Secretaries. 

Mr. Gonzales — Mr. Chairman, Officers and Members of the A. N. A.: I am 
duly grateful and appreciative of being able to join you for the annual con- 
vention after 15 years, and I want to especially confirm personally my 
acknowledgement to any of those present who so kindly signed the “We- 
miss-you-here’’ postcard dated Chicago, September 4, 1930. Now as to your 
District Secretary for some years for Georgia, Alabama, Florida and Louisi- 
ana, and recently for Georgia only, I beg to submit my report as State Sec- 
retary. We are making slow progress. I shall continue striving to build for 
ourselves and hope eventually that our beloved southland will become as 
strong numismatically as the strongest. And incidentally I beg your kind 
attention and consideration of Atlanta’s invitation to march through Georgia 
next year. My friend. Professor Byrd, one of the most worthy citizens of 
Atlanta, will address you at any time our chairman will see fit. Thank 
you very much. 

President Clarke — Is there anyone here who has not sent in a printed 
report? 

Mr. Grant^ — I have not made a written report, but coming from the 
smallest State in the Union we feel as though we should have some verbal 
report. Our small club consists of 20 members, and here is something for 
some of the clubs to think about. One-quarter of the members are ladies, 
and they are active collectors, and not only active collectors but they add 
greatly to the interest of each meeting. In addition to that, we have a secre- 
tary who is a lady, and that secretary is more enthusiastic, more interested, 

I think, than any member in the entire organization. She lives at Wayland 
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Manor Hotel — a woman of some means. She is fitting up a country home, 
furnishing it with antiques, and our first meeting this fall will be in that 
new home. Now I know from talks I have had with other members of the 
A. N. A. that they are not in favor of having ladies in the organization, and 
I think that is a mistake, because you have no idea how much interest they 
can stir up. Once in a while we have a little scrap, but it all passes off 
nicely. It wouldn’t be a real meeting unless we had some friendly scraps. 

Regarding the growth of our organization, I think we have at least 12 
or 15 new members coming in this fall, and the biggest part of them will 
be men of means and men who have not been interested to any great extent 
in numismatic matters. One of our wealthy lawyers came into the store 
the other day and said: “Grant, I am getting along in years and in all my 
career I have never had a hobby. Now it has been suggested to me that I 
take up collecting coins. I don’t know anything about it. What is the first 
thing for me to do?’’ I took out a membership card of the A. N. A. and I 
said: “Please sign this right here and give me $3.’’ He signed the applica- 
tion blank, gave me the $3 and said: “Hurrah, I have a hobby.’’ You have 
no idea how many of those fellows there are right in your city and your 
town that are just looking for something to take up their minds, and it is 
up to us as members of this organization to get in touch with those fellows 
and to bring them in. Those are the kind of men we want. The number 
of applications I have sent in to the organization during the last year I can 
not give you at this time, but I think you will find every month at least one 
or two applications from Rhode Island. We are planning this fall to be 
more friendly with our neighboring clubs, which is another thing that I 
think should be carried out. We did have the pleasure of being entertained 
by the Boston Club a few months ago, and we had a very pleasant and profit- 
able evening, and we expect this fall to visit the Hartford Club, and we 
anticipate visits from other New England clubs. I think that is the only 
way you can stimulate the interest and keep the association growing. I 
thank you. 

President Clarke — We might now bring up the question of the adoption 
of the new constitution and by-laws. We have a little time and it can be 
held over until the unfinished business of tomorrow if you so desire. 

President Clarke — Gentlemen, if there is no objection we will bring up 
the question of the adoption of the constitution and by-laws so we can takp 
it up at tomorrow morning’s session, where it will come up as unfinished 
business left over from today. 

Mr. Schultz — Mr. Chairman, I have read with careful interest the con- 
stitution as published in The Numismatist, and I want to say the committee 
did a very complete job. I have very little fault to find with it, and by 
just a very few corrections I think this can be whipped into a very fine 
constitution and by-laws. I think that committee has done an outstanding 
piece of work for this Association. I am very well satisfied with it, and I 
now move that we begin to read this constitution, paragraph by paragraph. 

President Clarke — May I suggest, Mr. Schultz, that you make your reso- 
lution that we adopt the resolution, get it on the floor and then it can 
come up for debate. 

Mr. Schultz — I will make such a resolution right now. 

President Clarke — If there is no objection I would like to have a report 
from the comhiittee on this, and let them offer the resolution. 

Mr. Walker — I wish first to say on behalf of the committee that we have 
greatly enjoyed our work together, fully cooperating in every respect I be- 
lieve with each other. I also think — I may be corrected on this — that it is 
one of the first committees on the constitution to hold a regular meeting 
previous to the convention, and then we completed our report by personal 
conferences with each other and with the ex-officio member, our honorable 
president. 

I would like to say that the meeting of the committee occurred in James- 
town, New York. The other two members had to sacrific much more of 
their time than I did, each of them being some 400 miles from Jamestown, 
but we met there to discuss the revision of the constitution, with the valued 
counsel of our ex-officio member and president. It was with a great deal 
of pleasure that we were entertained in Jamestown by the Jamestown club 
at a banquet held in our honor the first evening we were there in our de- 
liberations. 
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Being human we were liable to error. Some errors were made. Some 
errors have been corrected. There are some corrections in the constitution 
as published in The Numismatist. The criticisms of the constitution that 
have reached your committee have all been constructive criticisms, friendly 
criticisms, and I believe without exception prompted by a desire and an 
interest to make it a lasting document. 

We have endeavored to revise the constitution, making a new constitu- 
tion that would last for many years. With all the trouble concerning the 
United States Constitution, no one just knows how long our document will 
last. You have had a chance to peruse it in The Numismatist. I think it 
is useless to read it here at this time because you know it, and therefore, 
we know certain sections upon which criticisms may be heaped and changes 
have already been made by the committee. Anyone wishing to bring those 
questions up regarding those sections is at perfect liberty to do so, but for 
us to continue reading and reading and reading on something you have al- 
ready had a chance to study, I think is absolutely useless. So, therelfore, 
representing your committee, Mr. Ripstra, Mr. Kortjohn and myself as 
chairman, Mr. President, I move you that we adopt the constitution as 
published. 

President Clarke — Do I hear a second? 

Mr. Gonzales — I second the motion. 

Mr. Hewitt— ^ I move the motion be tabled and we take it up one section 
at a time. 

Mr. Schultz — I second the motion. 

Mr. Hewitt — Mr. DufReld has reprints. 

Mr. Zerbe — We have no knowledge of knowing what changes have been 
made or what corrections have been made, as our very worthy chairman of 
the committee has stated have been made. If they are read now as ap- 
proved by the committee, that will permit us to pass upon it section by 
section and know just what we are voting for. 

President Clarke — This motion has been made and seconded, and so long 
as we give you a right to debate on this, what further request can you ask? 

Mr. Zerbe — Mr. Chairman, I may misunderstand. Are we going to de- 
bate the whole constitution as a whole? 

President Clarke — That is up to the members. The motion has been made 
and seconded. 

Mr. Thorson — Inasmuch as the chairman of this committee has acknowl- 
edged that alterations have been made in it, in my opinion it is absolutely 
necessary that we proceed to read the different sections and adopt them or 
reject them as we go along. I believe there is a motion before the house 
to table that motion of the chairman. 

Mr. Hewitt — I made the motion to table. (The motion to table was car- 
ried.) 

Mr. Thorson — Inasmuch as the time is short now — ^we have only 10 
minutes until adjournment — I believe that the chairman should announce 
this as the first order of business tomorrow morning. 

Mr. Walker — Mr. President, you have already passed a motion to table 
the adoption of the constitution. How are you going to discuss it tomorrow 
morning or today or any other time? 

Mr. Hewitt- — I tabled the motion to adopt it. I make a resolution we re- 
open the subject and Mr. DufReld distribute copies so we can see what we 
are voting on. 

Mr. Walker — You can’t table anything and then reopen it. 

Mr. Schultz — There is no debate on any motion that is tabled. That is 
parliamentary rule. It is undebatable. It is on the table and nobody has a 
word to say about it. 

Mr. Ripstra- — Mr. President, Lee Hewitt made the motion to table this 
resolution until tomorrow morning. Those are the remarks he made. He 
made the statement “until tomorrow morning.” 

Mr. Zerbe — That is the motion, 

Mr. DufReld — Mr. Walker made a motion that we adopt the constitution. 
Mr. Hewitt made a motion to lay Mr. Walker’s motion on the table and it 
prevailed. 

Mr. Hewitt — I didn’t mention tomorrow morning. What I had in mind 
was that we wouldn’t vote on the proposition as a whole. If necessary, I 
will move that we lift it off the table and reopen it.

Mr. DufReld — There are a number of changes in the constitution which 
I believe are unsatisfactory to a good many of the members. I have talked 
the matter over with a number of them. There are a few changes there 
I would like to see made, and there is one change in particular which means 
that we are taking a long step, but I am afraid it is a step backward instead 
of forward, and for my part I don’t want to see the proposed constitution, 
adopted until it has had a thorough discussion here on the floor. If it 
comes before the convention I have a few minor changes which I will offer. 
I know some others are interested in another part of the constitution and 
the by-laws. At Pittsburgh we spent several hours discussing the pro- 
posed changes at that time, and at this convention it seems we are no^t to 
have an opportunity to discuss them. The motion was made to adopt the 
constitution as it was printed in the May issue. I have with me 200 re- 
prints of the constitution as it appeared in the May issue, which I brought 
here for the purpose of distribution among the members to aid them in fully 
understanding the constitution. 

Mr. Thorson — Let’s have them. 

Mr. Duffield — When we get ready to take up the discussion, I will pass 
them out. I am only doing that as an aid to the members. 

Mr. Thorson — Let’s have them in advance. 

Mr. Walker — We are just complicating the meeting. I made the motion 
to adopt the constitution so it would be brought up for discussion. 

Mr. Duffield — After we adopt it there is no use to bring it up on the floor. 

Mr. Walker — Don’t you have remarks? 

Mr. Duffield — May I ask permission from the President to distribute these 
copies? 

President Clarke — Absolutely. 

Mr. Thorson — I move we adjourn. (Carried.) 


THIRD SESSION, WEDNESDAY MORNING, AUGUST 25. 

The third session convened at 10.20 A. M., President Clarke presiding. 

President Clarke — The first order of business this morning and the special 
order of business is No. 24 (5B), the presentation of invitations for the 
19 38 convention. We will be pleased to hear from anyone who has invita- 
tions for any city for our next year’s convention. 

(The following cities were presented for the 19 38 convention: Milwaukee, 
Wis., by John R. Stewart; Atlanta, Ga., by Charles Byrd; Columbus, Ohio, 
by Dr. J. M. Henderson; Providence, R. I., by Horace M. Grant. 

(The following cities were presented for the 19 39 convention: San Fran- 
cisco, Cal., by Ernest R. Wernstrom; New York City, by Moritz Wormser.) 

President Clarke — Are there any further invitations for the 1938 con- 
vention? If not, these invitations will be referred to the new Executive 
Board for their consideration next year. We have with us Mr. Feely, a 
former American Minister to Bolivia, who will give us a talk on “Nickel 
in Subsidiary Coinage.’’ I am pleased to introduce Mr. Feely. 

(Mr. Feely’s paper will be published later.) 

President Clarke — Mr. Feely, I want to thank you for your very fine 
paper, which is so closely allied with our science and study. We will now 
have the final report of the chairman of the Proxy Committee. Mr. Curtis.

President Clarke — Gentlemen, this is the final report of the Proxy Com- 
mittee. What is your pleasure? 

Mr. Bolender — I move it be accepted. (Carried.) 

President Clarke — Now we come to the question of unfinished business of 
yesterday, and I would like to make a brief statement which I intended to 
make before opening the meeting. In connection with the copy of the by- 
laws, it was copied exactly as printed in The Numismatist, as I understand, 
but since that time there have been various revisions by the committee. 
We will now proceed to take it up paragraph by paragraph and have it ap- 
proved, and when we get through we will have the vote on the resolution to 
adopt as a whole. I think Mr. Hewitt made a motion yesterday that the 
resolution be laid on the table. 

Mr. Hewitt — I move, Mr. President, Mr. Walker’s resolution be lifted 
from the table. (Carried.) 

President Clarke — I think it would be well, Mr. Buetow, if you would 
read this paragraph by paragraph. 

Mr. Buetow — Constitution and By-Laws of the American Numismatic As- 
sociation. Constitution. Article I — Name and Object. Section 1. This 
organization shall be known as the American Numismatic Association. 

Mr. Schultz — Just a minute. That is a paragraph. I want to amend that 
paragraph by inserting after “association” “and is a corporation organized 
not for profit under the laws of the United States,” or Ohio or Illinois, or 
whatever it is organized under. 

Mr. Thorson — I second the motion. 

(By a standing vote Mr. Schultz’s amendment was carried.) 

President Clarke — All right. Section 2. 

Mr. Buetow — Section 2. Its object shall be to encourage and promote 
the science of numismatics by the acquirement and study of coins, paper 
money, medals and media of exchange; to cultivate fraternal relations among 
collectors and students; to encourage and assist new collectors, and to foster 
the interest of youth in the subject; to stimulate and advance afliliations 
between collectors and kindred organizations in the United States and for- 
eign countries: to acquire and disperse numismatic knowledge; to form and 
maintain a cabinet of numismatic specimens and a library of numismatic 
literature for use and benefit of its members, and to demonstrate the fact 
that numismatics is an educational, serious and entertaining pursuit, to 
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acquire, own, hold, and dispose of such personal property and own real 
estate for its own use, as may be necessary to properly carry into effect the 
purposes herein set forth, and to perforin all such other acts and things as 
may be necessary to the full carrying into effect the said purposes, that such 
purposes do not include operations for pecuniary profit to other than this 
association. 

Mr. Thorson — I move the adoption. 

Mr. Schultz — I would like to amend in line 7 to add how. It seems that 
to disperse numismatic knowledge has left out the means of how you are 
going to disperse numismatic knowledge, and I move that there be inserted 
“by means of its official magazine and other publications.” That will clear 
up this matter. 

Mr. Thorson — I move the adoption. 

President Clarke — If there is no objection to that, it will be adopted. 
We won’t have to have motions. 

Mr. Buetow — Article II — Membership. Section 1. The membership of 
this Association shall be divided into four classes: Members, Life Members, 
Corporate Members, and Honorary Members, none of which shall be trans- 
ferable. (Approved.) 

Section 2. Members and Life members in good standing shall constitute 
the governing body of the Association, from which all officers shall be 
chosen. All officers of the Association shall be citizens of the United States 
except that the Second Vice President and two members of the Board of 
Governors may be citizens of another country. 

President Clarke — Is that satisfactory? (Adopted.) 

Mr. Buetow — Section 3. Corporate members shall consist of local numis- 
matic and kindred associations, museums and public libraries, to be elected 
in the same manner as members, pay the same fees and dues, and be repre- 
sented at conventions or otherwise by delegate. (Adopted.) 

Section 4. Corporate and Honorary members shall have full power to 
vote and take part in all proceedings, but shall not be eligible to hold any 
office in the Association. The Honorary members shall comprise those 
who are considered deserving of the distinctive title of Honorary, and have 
rendered the Association or the science of numismatics some special service. 
Honorary members shall be elected only at a convention, upon written nomi- 
nation of five members. (Adopted.) 

Section 5. Life members shall be members or Corporate members of the 
American Numismatic Association who have been members in good stand- 
ing for a period of five years or longer and who have paid to the Treasurer 
of the American Numismatic Association the required life membership fee, 
and who have been approved by the Executive Board. A life member shall 
not be liable for any further dues and provided he shall not becorne dis- 
qualified by non-compliance with the other provisions of the Constitution 
and By-Laws of the said Association, a life member shall be entitled to all 
rights and privileges of membership therein. 

Mr. Thorson — Mr. President, I would like to insert in there following 
“five years or longer,” “a member of this National Association or any local 
coin club.” 

Mr. Boosel — May we have that article read over, so we will be clear? 

Mr. Walker — It will be published in The Numismatist. 

Mr. Buetow — Life members shall be members or Corporate members of 
the American Numismatic Association or of an affiliate corporate coin club, 
who have been members in good standing for a period of five years or 
longer and who have paid to the Treasurer of the American Numismatic As- 
sociation the required life membership fee, and who have been approved by 
the Executive Board. A life member shall not be liable for any further dues 
and provided he shall not become disqualified by non-compliance with the 
other provisions of the Constitution and By-laws of the said association, a 
life member shall be entitled to all rights and privileges of membership 
therein. 

Mr. Walker — I second Mr. Thorson’s insert. (The motion on the amend- 
ment was carried.) 

Mr. Walker — I move the passage of the amendment. (The motion was 
regularly seconded and carried.) 

Mr. Buetow — Article III — Officers. Section 1. The elective officers of 
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the Association shall be: President, First Vice-President, Second Vice-Presi- 
dent, General Secretary, Treasurer, Librarian and Curator and a Board of 
five Governors. (Adopted.) 

Section 2. A Board of Governors shall be composed of five members 
elected as such, who along with the President and First Vice-President shall 
constitute the Executive Board of the Association. (Adopted.) 

Section 3. The First Vice-President shall act as President in the event 
of the death, resignation of the President, or serious disability, or his ab- 
sence from regular meetings. After this the line of succession shall be de- 
termined by the Executive Board. 

President Clarke — Section 3 has been adopted. 

Mr. Buetow — Section 4. The duties of the officers shall be as set forth 
more specifically in the By-Laws. (Adopted.) 

Article IV — Revenue. Section 1. The revenue of this Association shall 
be derived from the dues of its members, subscriptions to, advertisements 
in and the sale of its publications. 

President Clarke — Any objection? 

Mr. Schultz- — I would like to add in there “official magazine” before 
“publications.” 

(The vote on the amendment was lost.) 

President Clarke — Now we have to vote on the original as read. 

(The motion was carried.) 

Mr. Buetow — Article V — Conventions. Section 1. This Association shall 
meet in convention at least once ever year, at such time and place as may 
be decided upon by the Executive Board. (Adopted.) 

Section 2. Such conventions, with the date, shall be announced by the 
President in at least three issues of the official magazine published prior to 
said convention. (Adopted.) 

Article VI — Offices. Section 1. The principal office of the Association 
shall be in the District of Columbia, but the Association, through its repre- 
sentatives, shall have power to establish and maintain such other offices 
throughout the United States of America as the business of the Association 
may require. (Adopted.) 

Article VII — Powers. Section 1. The said Association shall further have 
the power to have and use a common seal and to alter and change the same 
at its pleasure; to sue and be sued in any Court of the United States; to 
take or receive for the purpose of the Association any gift, grant, or de- 
vise, and accept and administer any trust for the purpose of the Association. 
(Adopted.) 

Mr. Schultz — In place of “common” I would suggest “universal seal.” 

President Clarke — Do you put that as a motion, too? That was adopted 
before you made the objection. 

Mr. Buetow — Article VIII — Amendments. Section 1, This constitution 
may be altered or amended at a convention of the Association by the con- 
sent of two-thirds of the members voting on such alterations or amend- 
ment. All amendments shall go into effect upon official announcement of 
the result of such vote at such convention. 

President Clarke — Is there any objection to that? 

Mr. Schultz — I would like to add after “members” in the second line the 
words “present and voting.” 

Mr. Walker — How about your proxies? Are you going to deny the proxies 
the privilege of voting? 

Mr. Schultz — All right, I withdraw, Mr. President. 

Mr. Buetow — By-Laws. Article 1 — Dues and Entrance Fee. Section 1 
The dues for members and Corporate members of this Association shall be 
$3.00 a year, payable to the General Secretary in advance, on January 1st 
of each year. Members and Corporate members admitted during the first 
six months of the year shall pay the full amount of yearly dues. Members 
and corporate members admitted during the last six months of the year 
shall pay one dollar and a half ($1.50). (Adopted.) 

Section 2. No entrance fee shall be required. The required amount of 
dues shall accompany application for membership. (Adopted.) 

Section 3. A life membership in this Association may be obtained by 
the payment of a sum of $7 5 to the General Secretary upon compliance with 
the Constitution and the By-Laws. 
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Mr. Schultz — I move to amend that to $50. 

Mr. Bauer — I want to second the motion. 

(Vice-President Walker assumed the chair.) 

President Clarke — I belong to several lodges where I hold a life member- 
ship. That is true, the membership is based on from 10 to 15 years dues 
but you must remember that the lodge you are belonging to is not giving 
you a publication that is costing them on an average $2.25 to $2.50 a year 
to publish. I just want that remembered. 

(President Clarke resumed the chair.) 

President Clarke— You have heard Mr. Schultz’ amendment that the life 
membership fee be reduced from $7 5 to $50. 

(The motion was carried.) 

President Clarke — We will not vote on the original motion as amended. 

(The motion was carried.) 

Mr. Buetow — Section 4. Any member who fails to pay his dues before 
February 1st in any year shall be liable to suspension. Members three 
months in arrears for dues shall be dropped from the membership roll. 
Any member dropped for non-payment of dues may be reinstated within a 
period of two years upon payment of all arrearages, provided no charges 
are pending against him. After said period of two years, application for 
membership must be made in the usual manner. 

President Clarke — Any objection to this? If not, it is adopted. 

I might say at this time it is 12 o’clock and the polls for the election of 
all officers is closed. 

Dr. Henderson — Mr. Chairman, before you state definitely that they are 
closed, I think you ought to give opportunity for those who have ballots to 
deliver them to the Elections Committee. I have a ballot and I suppose 
some of the rest of those present have. 

President Clarke — According to my clock, I have one minute yet, so 
bring them up quickly. 

(Presenting of ballots.) 

President Clarke — Do you want to stay an extra hour instead of having 
a session this afternoon? 

(Cries of “Yes.”) 

President Clarke — Then we will carry this meeting on until we finish the 
constitution and by-laws. We will proceed with the next section. 

Mr. Buetow — Article II — Application for Membership. Section 1. Applica- 
tion for membership or corporate membership shall be sent to the General 
Secretary on a special form prescribed by the Executive Board, and shall 
state the applicant’s name, address, age, occupation, and date of application. 
Each applicant shall be recommended by at least one member of the Associa- 
tion and two other business or professional men who personally know and 
vouch for the character of the applicant. The General Secretary shall 
publish in the Official Magazine the name and address of the applicant, with 
the names of the vouchers, and if no objection to his admission is received 
within 60 days from the date of publication, the applicant shall be admitted 
to membership in the Association. (Adopted). 

Secretary Wilson — Is there any provision for corporate clubs to send me 
a copy of their constitution and by-laws, which I have been receiving? Is 
that in there anywhere? 

Mr. Walker — That isn’t in anywhere. 

Secretary Wilson^ — I move that be amended. 

Mr. Walker — That will come up later. 

President Clarke — Next. 

Mr. Buetow — Section 2. In case objection is made to the admission of an 
applicant, the General Secretary shall refer the matter to the Executive 
Board and the President shall notify the applicant, stating the nature of 
the objection if same be formal charges, and request a statement of his 
side of the case. When same has been received, the said Executive Board 
shall consider the matter and either accept or reject the application and 
notify the General Secretary of its decision. 

Mr. Thorson— Mr. Chairman, I move that that section be stricken out 
entirely. 

Mr. Schultz — I will second that, and I move that Section 3 take the place 
of Section 2. 

(The amendment was lost.) 
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Mr. Amberg — I move we adopt Section 2. 

(The motion was regularly seconded and carried.) 

Mr. Buetow — In case the application is rejected, the advance payment for 
dues shall be returned. (Adopted.) 

Mr. Buetow — Article III--Duties of Officers. Section 1. The President 
shall preside at all the meetings of the Association, and of the Executive 
Board and shall have general supervision over all the affairs of the Associa- 
tion. He shall sign all warrants on the Treasurer. In case of vacancy in 

any office, he shall appoint a member to act until the Executive Board fills 

the vacancy. In case any officer is prevented by sickness or any other cause 
from performing the duties of his office, the President may appoint a substi- 
tute to act during such disability. (Adopted.) 

Section 2. The First and Second Vice-Presidents will assist the President 
in the discharge of his duties upon his request. (Adopted.) 

Section 3. The General Secretary shall keep a true record of the trans- 
actions of the Association and preserve all documents pertaining to his office. 
He shall collect all money due the Association pertaining to his office and 
pay same to the Treasurer together with a financial or other report as 

requested by the President, at least once a month. He shall draw and 

countersign all warrants on the Treasurer. He shall publish in the Official 
Magazine all applications for membership, the list of new members admitted 
and such members as may have resigned or be suspended or expelled from 
the Association according to the Constitution and By-Laws, and such other 
information as he may receive in his official capacity. He shall furnish 
such bond as the Executive Board may require. 

President Clarke — A motion has been made and seconded for the adoption 
of this section. I will take a rising vote. 

Mr. Bauer— -I demand a vote of the proxies on this question. 

President Clarke — All in favor of this as read, will please rise. (29 in 
favor.) Contrary? 

Mr. Bauer — Mr. President, I am voting four proxies “no.” 

Mr. Hewitt — I vote six votes “for.” 

Secretary Wilson — You are putting me in an embarrassing position. I 
have 200 and some odd votes, and I don’t want to vote on it. 

Mr. Ripstra — I wouldn’t call for a proxy vote. 

Mr. Bauer — I am calling for it. I wouldn’t be here today if you had my 
name in The Numismatist. 

Mr. Walker — I would call the roll. 

Mr. Ripstra — Then I have 62 votes for it. 

President Clarke — We are going to call the roll. 

(Vice-President Walker assumed the chair.) 

(The roll was called on the proxy vote. Announcement of the result 
was made later in the session.) 

Chairman Walker — We will go ahead with the reading of the constitution. 

Mr. Buetow — Section 4. The Treasurer shall receipt for all money re- 
ceived from the General Secretary and from the General Manager of the 
Numismatist. He shall not pay out any money except upon warrants drawn 
and signed by the President and General Secretary. He shall at any time 
upon the request of the Executive Board, present a complete report of the 
financial condition of the Association and his transactions, accompanied by 
the proper vouchers. He shall furnish such bond as the Executive Board 
may require. 

Mr. Voetter^ — The title of the officer is general manager. In the other 
section providing for his appointment he is named business manager. 

Chairman Walker — There may have been a slip up there. 

Mr. Ripstra — It should be changed from “general” to “business.” 

Chairman Walker — If there is no objection, we will change that to 
conform with the other. If there is no other objection, the section is passed 

Mr. Buetow — The Librarian and Curator shall have charge of the coins, 
medals, books, papers, etc. which the Association may acquire, and shall 
give access thereto to the members under the regulations set forth in the 
general laws. He shall compile an accurate catalogue of the same with the 
names of donors, or price, if purchased by the Association, together with any 
other information concerning them, and keep them in order and safety. 

Chairman Walker — Is there any objection? If not, this shall be approved 
as read.

Mr. Buetow — Section 6. It shall be the duty of the state secretaries to 
keep informed regarding the members and all collectors in their respective 
territory; to endeavor to procure new members; to investigate and report 
disputes or other pertinent topics that may arise, and shall report as often as 
necessary to the General Secretary. They shall consider it their duty to 
disseminate numismatic information, contribute to the forming of local 
organizations, and do everything possible to encourage new collectors and 
general interest in the subject. 

Chairman Walker — Is there any objection? 

Mr. Zerbe — Mr. President, I suggest that the word “state” secretaries be 
changed to “district” secretaries. 

Chairman Walker — I believe we agreed on that and never made that 
change. It was never changed in our copy. If there is no objection to that 
section, it will be adopted. 

Mr. Buetow — Article IV. Election of Officers. Section 1. All officers 
except the State Secretaries and Historian are to be elected each year and 
they will assume their duties at the last session of said convention after all 
regular business has been disposed of, and will hold office until their suc- 
cessors have been duly elected and qualified. The District Secretaries and 
the Historian shall be appointed by the President. 

Mr. Duffield — Mr. President, I move to strike out the words “and the 
historian.” We have never had a historian and there is no provision among 
the officers for one. 

Chairman Walker — The historian is appointed by the President. 

(There was no second to Mr. Duffield’s motion, and the section was 
adopted as it was.) 

Mr. Buetow — Section 2. At least 90 days prior to a convention, the 
President shall issue a call in the official magazine for nominations for 
officers. Nominations for any office may be made by any member, or by a 
corporate member. All nominations shall be sent to the General Secretary 
who shall immediately write the nominees, notifying them of their nomina- 
tion and requesting their acceptance in writing. If the nominee does not 
accept the nomination in writing, such nomination shall not be placed upon 
the official ballot. 

The General Secretary shall, upon receipt of such nomination and accept- 
ance, cause it to be published in the Official Magazine and placed upon the 
official ballot. Nominations will close forty-five days prior to an annual 
convention. In case of there being no nominations for any certain office or 
officers, nominations may be made until noon of the second business day 
of the convention, provided, in case of absence of such nominee, his written 
consent to accept such nomination must accompany the nomination. As 
soon as the nominations are closed, the General Secretary shall cause all 
nominations to be printed on an official ballot, and mail a copy of same to 
all members, togetlfier with a self-addressed envelope. These ballots shall 
be retained by the Secretary unopened, and surrendered only to the Chair- 
man of the Election Committee at the annual convention. The official ballot 
shall be of a form approved by the Executive Board and must be used by the 
members in voting for officers, and each member must mark and cast his 
own ballot. 

Chairman Walker — If there is no objection, it will be adopted. 

Dr. Henderson — Mr. Chairman, I want to rise to ask a question. Has 
that been changed in the reading as it reads in the printed copy? 

Chairman Walker — What is the change? 

Dr. Henderson — The return envelope. 

Chairman Walker — That has been changed from self-addressed to return. 
Upon consultation with the members we said, “return.” 

Mr. Zerbe — Wouldn’t return addressed envelope cover it? I suggest the 
addition of addressed. 

Chairman Walker^ — If there is no objection, we will add “return addressed 
envelope,” 

Mr. Buetow — Section 3. All elections for officers shall be conducted under 
the direction of a Committee on Elections appointed by the President for 
that purpose, and which shall consist of five members, a quorum of at least 
three being necessary for the transaction of business. The polls for the 
election of officers shall close on the third day of the convention at such 
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time as may be fixed by the Convention, and the result announced as soon 
thereafter as the Committee can report. (Adopted.) 

Article V — Convention and Representation. Section 1. The Conventions 
of this Association shall be conducted according to the Roberts Rules of 
Order. (Adopted.) 

Section 2. A quorum for the transaction of business at a convention shall 
consist of eleven members, either present in person or represented by proxy. 
(Adopted.) 

Section 3. Any member who does not expect to be present at a convention 
shall have the privilege of naming any member who expects to be present, 
to act and vote for him on any and all business coming before the convention, 
except the election of officers, but this exception shall not prevent such 
voting in case of an emergency election. 

Chairman Walker — If there is no objection, it stands. 

Mr. Buetow — Section 4. The General Secretary shall prepare printed 
proxy forms and furnish one to each member. He shall not insert or print 
the name of any member or members in same or enclose therewith any 
instructions as to the desire or request of anyone to insert the name or names 
of members therein. (Approved.) 

Section 5. At least 60 days prior to a convention the President shall 
appoint a committee of three members who expect to be present at the 
convention to be known as the “Committee on Credentials.” The members 
of this committee shall be announced in the Official Magazine. (Approved.) 

Section 6. Proxies shall be sent to the General Secretary who shall turn 
same over to the Proxy Committee which shall consist of three members 
appointed by the President at the convention. It shall be the duty of the 
Proxy Committee to tabulate the proxies and report at the convention. 

Chairman Walker — Any objection? If not, approved. 

Mr. Zerbe — Might it not be well to insert there some indication of the 
earliest or the latest time the Proxy Committee will report? A proxy com- 
mittee could defer until our closing session. I think we ought to insert 
something to indicate it ought to be among the early reports. You can word 
that better than I can. 

Chairman Walker — Do we not have that covered in that the Proxy Com- 
mittee shall report at such and such a time? 

Mr. Zerbe — Shall not report later than the second session of the con- 
vention. 

Chairman Walker — That is fine. If there is no objection that will be 
included. 

Mr. Gillette — I move it be adopted as amended. 

(The motion was regularly seconded and carried.) 

Mr. Buetow — Section 7. At least three months prior to a Convention the 
President shall appoint a Committee on Papers, of five members, who shall 
invite members and others to furnish papers to read at the Convention and 
who at the Convention shall have general charge of reading and presentation 
of such papers. 

Chairman Walker — Any objection? If there is no further objection, it 
will stand approved. 

Mr. Buetow — Section 8. Prior to a Convention, and not later than its 
first business session, the President shall appoint a committee of five mem- 
bers to act as a Committee on Resolutions, and any matters acted upon 
or to be acted upon by the Convention may be referred to such Committee 
for its consideration, and further recommendation. (Adopted.) 

Article VI — Official Magazine. Section 1. There shall be published 
monthly by the Association a magazine to be known as “The Numismatist: 
Official Organ of the American Numismatic Association,” which shall contain 
reading matter of general numismatic interest, and which shall be, as far as 
possible, the Association’s official means of communimation to its members. 

Chairman Walker — Is there any objection to that? 

Mr. Duffield — I move to amend the word “organ” and make it “official 
magazine.” It is called official magazine in other parts of the constitution 
and by-laws. 

Chairman Walker — I see we capitalized organ. I thought we didn’t capi- 
talize it. le we hadn’t capitalized organ, your suggestion would not be in 
order. If there is no objection, we will use “magazine” instead of “organ.” 

Mr. Bulowa — I suggest we have a recess and continue later at some time. 
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Chairman Walker — We will spoil the afternoon if we do. We will be 
through this in a few minutes. A lot of these are perfunctory articles that 
will be passed. 

Mr. Buetow — Section 2. The Executive Board shall have general super- 
vision over this publication, and it shall annually appoint an editor-in-chief, 
whose duty it shall be to provide suitable material on numismatic subjects 
for publication in the Official Magazine. The editor-in-chief shall have power 
to appoint such associate editors as he may consider necessary, subject to 
approval by the Executive Board. (Adopted.) 

Section 3. The executive Board shall also annually appoint a business 
manager for the Official Magazine whose duty it shall be to publish the same 
and furnish it to members and non-members at the subscription price herein 
after mentioned. The business manager shall furnish such bond as the 
Executive Board may require. (Adopted.) 

Section 4. The subscription price of the Official Magazine shall be $3.00 
per year payable in advance. The Official Magazine shall be furnished with- 
out charge to all members in good standing except Corporate Life Members. 
This section shall not be considered to be retroactive. 

Chairman Walker — That means all corporate life members in existence 
will continue to get the magazine, but new ones will not be affected by it. 

Mr. Duffield — Mr. President, I move to make the words $3.00 read $2.00, 
the same as we have been operating under all these years. (Not seconded.) 

Mr. Bauer — I move the adoption. 

(The motion to adopt the section was carried.) 

Mr. Buetow — Article VII — Charges. Section 1. Whenever written charges 
have been brought against any officer or member, the President shall notify 
such member, giving him a written copy of the charges. The member so 
accused shall be permitted to enter a written defense, after which the Execu- 
tive Board shall determine the case under such rules and regulations as it 
may adopt, and may censure, suspend, or expel such member, or dismiss the 
charge, the member continuing in good standing, until final decision of the 
Executive Board and such suspension or expulsion shall be published in the 
Official Magazine. 

Chairman Walker — Any objection to that? 

Mr. Bauer — Mr. President, I would like to know the result of the vote on 
the publication of names of suspended members before we act on this. 

Chairman Walker — All right, we will have that, but it doesn’t come in 
here. 

Secretary Wilson — 350 no and 24 8 yes. 

Chairman Walker — The noes have it and that article is dropped. 

Mr. Bauer — Mr. President, would it be in order to go back to that section? 

Chairman Walker — I thought we would finish the constitution, because 
if there are any suggestions for a substitute of that article, we will take 
that up along with some new suggestions, such as Mr. Wilson’s that corpo- 
rate members furnish a copy of the constitution. 

Mr. Hewitt — In this you have the suspension or expulsion shall be pub- 
lished in the magazine. Those are correlated articles. 

Mr. Bauer — That is the reason I am rising, that we make an amendment 
that we eliminate that part of this Section 1, Article VII, which relates to 
the publication in the official magazine. 

Chairman Walker — Is there a second? 

(The motion was regularly seconded.) 

Mr. Schwartz — I move we table any discussion of Article VII, Section 1, 
my point being that we should not consider this article until we have adopted 
a previous article to take the place of the one which has been voted out. 

Chairman Walker — Is there a second? A motion to lay on the table is not 
debatable. He made a motion to lay on the table and that lays everything 
on the table regarding the motion. The motion to lay on the table takes the 
amendment. 

Mr. Schwartz — May I say to be laid on the table temporarily, because I 
want it finished at this session. 

Mr. Klaif — I second that. 

(The motion to lay the section temporarily on the table was carried.) 

Mr. Voetter — I think a great many of the members are losing sight of the 
fact that the article upon which we took the vote and which was a negative 
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vote, referred only to the suspension of, publication of the suspension of 
members for non-payment of dues. The article we are considering now 
refers to the publication on account of charges. 

Chairman Walker — It is laid on the table temporarily. Read the next. 

Mr. Buetow — Article VIII — General Laws and Regulations. Section 1. 
No officer, committee or member shall incur any expense in the name of the 
Association, unless the same has been authorized by the conventijon assem- 
bled, or the Executive Board, except that the President or General Secretary 
may incur any necessary expense for postage, expressage, or printing for 
thir own or other offices, and for any necessary supplies or stationery, with- 
out the consent of the Executive Board. (Approved.) 

Section 2. All officers at the expiration of their term of office, shall 
deliver to their successors all books, papers, money or other property of the 
Association in their possession, and shall not be relieved of their bond or 
obligation until this requirement has been complied with. (Approved.) 

Section 3. In case of a vacancy in any office except President, the Execu- 
tive Board shall elect a member in good standing to serve for the remainder 
of the term. (Adopted.) 

Section 4. No member shall be permitted to resign from the Association 
while he is indebted to it in any manner, or while there are charges pending 
against him. (Adopted.) 

Section 5. For the faithful performance of their duties, the General 
Secretary, the Business Manager of the Official Magazine, and the Treasurer 
shall give a bond with a reliable bonding company in the amount to be 
fixed by the Executive Board. (Adopted.) 

Section 6. The use of the Association seal shall be restricted to the 
official stationery, to its publications, and any Association printing of an 
official nature. C!onsent of the Executive Board must be obtained for its 
use for any other purpose. (Adopted.) 

Section 7. Members will be permitted to take from the library any book 
not on the restricted list for a period of two weeks by paying postage or 
express charges to the Librarian according to the rules which the Librarian 
may make with the approval of the Executive Board. 

Mr. Hewitt — I move it be adopted as read. 

(The motion was regularly seconded and carried.) 

Mr. Buetow — Section 8. All officers of the Association shall make their 
reports to the convention and these reports shall be included in the proceed- 
ings of the convention, published in the Official Magazine. (Adopted.) 

Mr. Buetow — Section 9. The President may at any time appoint any 
committee or committees for any work he may consider necessary. (Adopt- 
ed.) 

Section 10. The division of the United States and Canada into districts, 
from each of which a State Secretary shall be appointed, is as follows: (A 
list of State Secretaries is published in each issue of the Numismatist.) 

Chairman Walker — If there are no objections to that reading as district 
secretaries, making the change that came up a little while ago, we will 
consider it approved. 

Mr. Buetow — Section 11. A district secretary may be appointed by any 
club associated as a corporate member, who shall assist the State Secretary 
in his division. 

Chairman Walker — If there are no objections, we will consider it carried. 

Mr. Buetow — Section 12. The funds resulting from the payment of life 
membership dues shall be immediately invested in bonds of the United States 
or other bonds legal for trust investments, at the direction of the Executive 
Board. Such bonds shall be in the custody of the Treasurer who shall report 
upon them annually or whenever called upon by the Executive Board, and 
shall collect the coupons and interest on such bonds whenever due; the 
Executive Board at their discretion may dispose of such bonds on hand and 
invest and reinvest the proceeds of such sales in other securities permitted 
hereunder, and shall use the income from such investments in the business 
of the Association at their discretion. These funds may be deposited in a 
special or savings bank account, in a bank, trust company or savings bank, 
in the name of the Association, upon the approval of the Executive Board. 

Chairman Walker — Now is there a motion that this be passed as read? 

Mr. Kosoff — I so move. 
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(The motion was regularly seconded and carried.) 

Mr. Buetow — Section 13. The fiscal year of the Association shall end 
July 31st and shall include all transactions for the publication of the August 
issue of the Official Magazine. The annual reports of the Treasurer, Secre- 
tary, and Business Manager shall be written in accordance with this provision 
and shall be prepared prior to the convention and submitted to the President 
at least fifteen days prior to the date of the convention. (Approved.) 

Section 14. These By-Laws may be altered or amended at any convention 
by a majority vote of the members present. 

Chairman Walker — If you want to clarify it, it is all right. There is no 
objection. It would then be “members present or represented by proxy.” 
Any objection to the article as changed? All right, if not, it stands approved. 
We haven’t stopped yet. There has been an article suggested and it is 
already before me. 

Mr. Bullowa — I would like to suggest at this time that the revised consti- 
tution as we have gone over it here be printed in the Numismatist so all 
members will be able to see it. 

Chairman Walker — It will be. It is part of the proceedings of the conven- 
tion. It is part of the record. Now the next thing. This was presented to 
me as a suggestion, and if someone will move its adoption we will place it 
as the next general law. 

Application for corporate membership in this Association shall be accom- 
panied by the copy of the constitution and by-laws of said application. 
(Adopted.) 

Mr. Hewitt — Mr. President, I have one I would like to add to section 16, 
something of this nature. It was in the old by-laws and I notice nothing 
has been put in the new: 

“A general vote of the members of the Association may be called by the 
President upon any question presented in writing and signed by not less 
than fifty members.” 

I move its adoption as Section 16. 

Chairman Walker — Is there a second? (Seconded.) 

Mr. Wormser — What is the purpose? 

Mr. Hewitt — Provision calling for a general vote was in the old by-laws. 

I don’t know how it read. Suppose a certain group that weren’t quite satis- 
fied. Then fifty could sign a petition and call for a general vote. 

Mr. Wormser — I think the provision in the old by-laws was there be- 
cause there was no provision for the calling of annual conventions. Con- 
ventions took place whenever the officers in charge felt they had had enough 
and somebody else was to be elected, and there were lapses of years. That 
hasn’t happened in quite a succession of years, and we have now provided 
for annual conventions. I think the annual convention is time enough to 
air troubles. 

Chairman Walker — In answer to the comment that it was left out of the 
old by-laws, I will tell you why we left it out. It was put in there in a day 
and age when it would have to be a question of very great interest to get 
fifty members to sign, but we could take it to several coin clubs in the 
United States right now and get it all signed up that night, if we wanted to, 
and we would have to go to the expense of this general vote and the added 
expense in The Numismatist. It seems to me that nothing so important 
will come up during the year that the executive board cannot decide it or 
be carried over to the convention. You have the chance at conventions, 
and anything of importance I think can be decided by the executive board 
because they are the governing power between conventions. 

(The motion was lost.) 

Mr. Hewitt — I have another one. In lieu of the matter of not knowing • 
who is a member and who is not. We will change this to section 16. 

“The General Secretary shall prepare, publish and distribute annually a 
membership directory.” 

Chairman Walker — Do you make that as a motion? 

Mr. Hewitt — Yes. 

Mr. Ripstra — I second the motion. 

President Clarke — I think that should be subject to the call or approval 
of the executive board. There are times when we don't have a membership 
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list in five years and we certainly wouldn’t need one every year. You are 
running into an expense of |600 or $700 a year. 

Chairman Walker — Is there a second? 

Mr. Andrews — I second it. 

Chairman Walker — It is regularly moved and seconded that this be sub- 
ject to the approval of the executive board, if any. 

Mr. Bullowa — I would like to further add “but not less than every five 
years.’’ I will change it to three years. 

Mr. Schilke — I second the amendment. 

Chairman Walker — It has been regularly moved and seconded to amend 
the amendment to read “not less than every three years.’’ Any discussion 
on the amendment to the amendment? 

Chairman Walker — The amendment to the amendment is simply this: 
that you add the words “in a period not less than three years.’’ 

(The amendment to the amendment was carried.) 

Chairman Walker — Is there any further discussion on Mr. Clarke’s 
amendment? That is the amendment “subject to the approval of the ex- 
ecutive board,’’ as amended already. That is natural and parliamentary 
procedure. 

(The amended amendment was carried.) 

C^hairman Walker — Is there any further discussion on the original motion? 

Dr. Henderson — Mr. Chairman, I want to speak on this motion. I think 
the motion is making something binding on our executive board that could 
be better left with the executive board than with this body. I am not in 
favor of the motion now as it stands to publish this membership list every 
three years. That makes it compulsory. There may be very discreet reas- 
one why we don’t want to publish it every three years, because it is a very 
expensive proposition to publish these membership lists, and especially so 
in the future as the membership runs into 3,000 and 4,000. I am very 
much opposed to the motion as it now stands. 

Chairman Walker — What was the original motion? 

Mr. Hewitt — The general secretary shall prepare, publish and distribute 
a membership directory, subject to the approval of the executive board not 
less than every three years. 

(The amended amendment was carried.) 

(J^hairman Walker — Any further additions to the general laws? If not, 
we will go back to the consideration of the matter you turned down. Does 
anyone have a substitute to present on that? You turned it down in toto. 

Mr. Ripstra — What article? 

Mr. Wormser — Along the line of what has been rejected, I would like to 
refer to Article III, Section 3, and I move that it be adopted with the omis- 
sion of the words “or be suspended or expelled from the Association accord- 
ing to the constitution and By-Laws.’’ 

Mr. Bauer — I second that, Mr. President. 

Chairman Walker — It is Article III, Section 3 of the By-Laws, in regard 
to the duties of the General Secretary. Is that not right? That is the one 
that was turned down. Now you must substitute because you cut out all 
the duties of the General Secretary by turning down that article. 

Mr. Voetter — I believe we should publish the names of people who have 
been expelled or suspended, expelled for good cause by the executive board, 
or suspended on account of charges, and the only thing we have decided by 
that negative vote was that the names of those who were suspended for the 
sole reason that they had not paid their dues were not to be published. We 
have taken no action upon publication of suspension for other causes. 

Chairman Walker — That, I think, is a very good point. We have been 
getting expulsion and suspension quite badly mixed up. Is there any other 
discussion? 

Mr. Ripstra — Mr. President, I think we should publish the names of 
members who have been expelled. I think everybody in this room knows 
of one dealer we have in Chicago that was expelled from the American 
Numismatic Association and also from the Chicago Coin Club, and the people 
over the United States do not know that he is not a member of either one 
of these organizations. 

Mr. Bauer — Mr. President, again I refer these members to Article VII 
which covers that separately. Let’s go ahead with Article III. 

Mr. Hewitt — We don’t vote on Article VII. That is on the table. 
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Mr. Bauer — It is only temporarily tabled. Article VII is on charges, and 
so forth, and says, “such suspension or expulsion shall be published in the 
official magazine.” You can still allow that to stand even if you don’t pub- 
lish the names of the suspended members. 

Mr. Ripstra — I am willing to cut out “suspended members.” 

Mr. Bauer — It is Article III, Section 3, that we are on and you can in- 
clude it in Article VII if you want to. 

Mr. Ripstra — That is right. 

Chairman Walker — Any further discussion of the motion? I would like 
to get Mr. Wormser’s motion again. 

Mr. Wormser — I will read the whole section so there is no doubt. I move 
the adoption of Article III, Section 3 of the by-laws to read as follows: 

Section 3. The General Secretary shall keep a true record of the trans- 
actions of the Association and preserve all documents pertaining to his 
office. He shall collect all money due the Association pertaining to his 
office and pay same to the Treasurer together with a financial or other re- 
port as requested by the Prsident, at least once a month. He shall draw 
and countersign all warrants on the Treasurer. He shall publish in the 
Official Magazine all applications for membership, the list of new members 
admitted and such members as may have resigned and such other informa- 
tion as he may receive in his official capacity. He shall furnish such bond 
as the Executive Board may require. 

Mr. Kosoff — I would like to amend that to read “or expell.” We want 
to publish the names of members expelled but not suspended. According 
to Mr. Wormser he cuts out “be suspended or expelled.” We want to in- 
clude “expelled.” 

Mr. Schilke — That is taken care of in Article VII. 

Mr. Ripstra — I second the amendment. 

Chairman Walker — It has been regularly moved and seconded that we 
amend Mr. Wormser’s amendment to read “or expelled.” That, as I under- 
stand it, cuts out the publication of suspensions. 

Mr. Wormser^ — ^I think the discussion of this amendment is in order, and 
I would like to point out that the point has been very well taken care of in 
Article VII, Section 1, later on. And my thought on the subject further is 
that instead of making it compulsory upon the secretary to publish this 
automatically, that such publication of an expelled member be at the dis- 
cretion of the board, because we may have cases of expulsion where it is 
advisable to publish and other cases where it is advisable not to publish. 
I think Mr. Schilke’s point in the discussion is very good, that is, there is 
always the element that you may be sued. Then it would be up to the 
discretion of the board of governors whether our case is strong enough to 
withstand a suit. 

Mr. Kosoff — I will withdraw the motion. 

Mr. Ripstra — I will withdraw the second. 

Chairman Walker — Now we come back to Mr. Wormser’s original amend- 
ment. 

(The motion was carried.) 

Mr. Schwartz — Mr. President, I move to take from the table the discus- 
sion of Article VII of the by-laws. 

(The motion was regularly seconded and carried.) 

Chairman Walker — The matter is now before the assemblage. What is 
your pleasure with Article VII? That is the article on charges. 

Mr. Schilke — I make a motion that it be accepted as read. 

(The motion was regularly seconded.) 

Mr. Wormser — I would like to offer an amendment on that, Mr. Chair- 
man, that we add the words, “at the discretion of the board of governors,” 
or the executive board. 

Mr. Schwartz — I second the amendment. 

Chairman Walker — It has been regularly moved and seconded that that 
be amended to read at the discretion of the executive board. Any discus- 
sion on that? 

Mr. Stein — I believe the amendment should be defeated for this reason: 
The members of the Association have the right to know when a man has 
been suspended for good reason, for dishonesty. It is not necessary to 
publish in the magazine the facts which led up to a suspension. If that man 
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involves us in a libel suit it should be mandatory to publish the fact that 
the man has been suspended. That will put the members on their guard. 
They have the right to know that. You would not have to publish the his- 
tory but just the publication of the expulsion. 

Chairman Walker — There is no provision for the publication of the his- 
tory of the proceedings. 

Mr. Hewitt — Talking about this expulsion, you don’t have to say a man 
is expelled. You can say John Jones is no longer a member of the Ameri- 
can Numismatic Association. 

Chairman Walker — I think if you leave it at the discretion of the execu- 
tive board, that can be worked out very fine. The question is called on 
this article reading “at the discretion of the executive board.’’ 

(The amendment was carried.) 

Chairman Walker — Now upon the original motion. 

(The motion was carried as amended.) 

Chairman Walker — Now if there are no other articles to be added to the 
rules, a motion is in order that the constitution and by-laws as amended 
by this assemblage be adopted. 

Mr. Brisley — Article V, Section 5, I don’t see any provision made in this 
constitution and by-laws providing for a limitation of officers and members 
representing proxies, and I think some limitation ought to be made. I 
make a motion, Mr. Chairman, that section 6 be referred back to the by- 
laws committee and some provision made for the limitation of officers and 
members handling proxies. We had an example of that this morning. The 
secretary was on the spot with 217 proxies. I don’t think it is right. 

Chairman Walker — It could be put in as a general law at the end rather 
than going back. 

Mr. Brisley — Something ought to be done. I have made the motion. 

Chairman Walker — Was it seconded? 

Mr. Hoffecker — I second it. 

Mr. Brisley — The motion was nothing specific. I would like something 
added to the law or this section changed. 

Chairman Walker — You will have to make it specific. 

Mr. Hewitt — Doesn’t he want a number, something like fifty? That no 
man hold more than 50. If he has them, he has to turn them over to some- 
one else. 

Chairman Walker — I do believe, Mr. Brisley, it would work the same 
way. 

Mr. Hunt — To clarify the situation, if you feel it should go into the gen- 
eral by-laws, I make a motion that no member shall have the right to cast 
more than 50 proxies. 

Mr. Ripstra — I will second that. 

Chairman Walker — It has been regularly moved and seconded that there 
be a provision put into the rules and regulations that no member shall be 
allowed to cast more than 50 proxies. Now for discussion, Mr. Schultz. 

Mr. Schultz — Thank you. The reason I sent three proxies to Mr. Wilson 
is because he was conveniently located in Chicago. I could have sent them 
to our President or anybody else, but having come from the Secretary, it 
was more conventient to return them to him than anybody else, sent with 
the self-addressed stamped envelope. I sent my three proxies. He had 
217, as I remember the number, and the three that I put in were my three. 
Why should I be excluded out of that 217 and he be limited to 50 proxies? 
My theory is that no man should be excluded that sends in proxies. What 
you should do is to change it in such a manner that the secretary wouldn’t 
be the most convenient man to send those proxies to. The fact that he 
sends a return envelope with his name and address on it makes it convenient 
for you to immediately send it back to Wilson. Now when you have in- 
augurated that system and we accustom ourselves to that system, by what 
right do you want to cut out me or any other proxies, who are entitled to 
the same treatment I am entitled to. Why do you want to cut him down to 
fifty? Wouldn’t it be a better plan to have the President send out a certain 
number, the Vice-President, and the other officers and then these enve- 
lopes would come back to these different men rather than all of them going 
to the Secretary. 

Another thing, we are making a mark out of the Secretary. He told you 
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that he was in a very embarrassing position with all of these proxies. Now 
the foundation of it is that each and everyone of us sends him our proxies 
and for that reason he holds 217 because of our action, not because he 
wants them. 

We want to limit this thing. Why not divide them? Why not fix it so 
each officer can send out to say fifty people so many proxies to be filled in. 
to be returned to that officer? Then the secretary wouldn’t get them all. 
Now I am not very much concerned about it, but I do think that we are 
doing him an injustice and that would be one way we could eliminate it. 
He didn’t want those 217 proxies. He told you so. 

Secretary Wilson — May I have the fioor next? 

Chairman Walker — At your personal request, you may. 

Secretary Wilson— In regard to that, gentlemen, you know very well that 
every proxy voted today was absolutely legal. You know that, don’t you? 
All right, now there is another legal angle to that, which might cover Mr. 
Schultz’s idea, and that is along in April or May, the early part of the year, 
have a proxy committee appointed and absolutely sure that the three mem- 
bers will be here at the convention. It will be absolutely legal. It is done 
every day in big corporations. Three names on the proxy ballot. Am 1 
right? Now why can’t we do that? Is there any reason why I should take 
the burden of responsibility? I don’t want it. 

Chairman Walker — Might I make this suggestion and see if it won’t 
clarify it. If that motion was amended so as to state that a committee 
should be appointed for the reception of proxies so long before the conven- 
tion, it would take care of it. Mr. Hunt, as the maker of the motion, 1 
might call to your attention another national association which I belong to. 
It doesn’t number as big a membership as we have, but in that we allow 
the member to vote five proxies. Now then, the contention that Mr. Schultz 
makes that we are going to disfranchise somebody, if I go to that other 
convention and I have more than five proxies — suppose I have 25 — I have 
to take five of the proxies and give them to some other man that possibly 
hasn’t one. You are not disfranchising anybody. The mere fact of the 
matter, some of them may be instructed and in those instructed proxies 
where you hand them to someone, you say you vote those proxies that way. 
The other way, as far as the general run, you give them to the man and 
expect him to use the judgment of a man to vote for the things that are 
right. 

Mr. Zerbe — Mr. President, the subject I think is of vital importance to us. 
I think it should have deliberate consideration. I don’t feel that it is neces- 
sary that it be introduced into our present constitution and by-laws as we 
may adopt them today, but we are open to revive this subject if it is the 
sense of the convention, and I would move this subject be laid on the table. 

Mr. Wernstrom — I second the motion. 

(The motion was carried.) 

Mr. Bauer — I have a motion that we adopt the constitution and by-laws 
as taken up section by section, as a whole, and in order to make it unani- 
mous all members vote their own individual vote and their proxies so no- 
body is disfranchised, and we make a good job of it. 

Mr. Schilke — I second the motion. 

Mr. Hunt — That doesn’t obliterate the fact that we take up this motion 
I just made in tomorrow’s session. 

Chairman Walker — It is laid on the table. It can be taken from the 
table any time. That doesn’t obliterate anything. 

All those in favor signify by saying “aye”; all those opposed “no.” If 
there is anyone present in the room that wishes to consider their proxy 
votes as votes of “no”? If there is no objection, then the Secretary will be 
instructed to cast all the proxy votes as yes. 

(The motion to adopt the constitution and by-laws as a whole, as amend- 
ed, was unanimously carried.) 

Mr. Schultz — As a point of information, will this be published in The 
Numismatist? 

Chairman Walker— It is part of the proceedings of this convention. 

Mr. Wormser — Mr. Chairman, at this point it is very much in order to 
again go on record and say that we heartily thank the committee on Revi- 
sion of Constitution and By-Laws for the splendid work they have done. 
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because they have displayed a spirit of cooperation with all views. They 
have listened to everybody. They have even revised their own publication 
so as to take care of objections that seemed reasonable to them, and the 
constitution and by-laws as proposed by them has essentially been adopted. 
I think they did a swell job and they deserve a rising vote of thanks. 

Mr. Gillette — I second the motion. 

(President Clarke resumed the Chair.) 

' Mr. Boosel — I move we recess until 10.00 o’clock tomorrow. 

(The motion was regularly seconded and carried.) 

(The session adjourned at 2.30 P. M.) 


FOURTH SESSION, THURSDAY MORNING, AUGUST 26. 

The fourth session convened at 10.30 A. M., President Clarke presiding. 

President Clarke — Gentlemen, you will please come to order. The first 
order of business for today is No. 27, any business that has been left un- 
finished from the prior meetings. Is there any unfinished business to be 
brought before this meeting at this time? 

Mr. Hunt — Mr. President, I would like to ask permission of the maker 
of the motion that was laid on the table yesterday to bring it forward, if he 
will. Mr. Zerbe made the motion to lay a certain resolution on the table. 
The resolution was the limitation of the number of proxies that anyone 
member could vote. 

(The motion to lift from the table the discussion on the limitation of 
proxies was carried.) 

President Clarke — This question now is open for discussion. As I remem- 
ber, yesterday the proposition was the proxies be limited to 50 to any one 
person. Is that correct? Now that is open for discussion. 

Mr. Zerbe — Mr. President, will you ask who made that motion? My 
motion was to lay on the table. 

Mr. Hunt — I made that motion yesterday. 

President Clarke — Then I think that is open for discussion. 

Mr. Schultz As I understood it, Mr. President, the idea was that no man 
should have more than 50 proxies in order to keep from embarrassing the 
Secretary, who had 217 proxies. He sent out, of course under our by-laws, 
a self-addressed envelope, very convenient to put your vote or proxy in and 
send back to the Secretary. It seems that procedure should be changed. 
If the Secretary shouldn’t get all of the proxies, if the Secretary is exempt, 
he would have the same number of proxies again that he had this time. So f 
suggested that if each officer would send out fifty of the same matter that the 
Secretary sends out in the entirety, then the parties getting the proxies 
undoubedly would send theirs to the address that is on the self-addressed 
stamped envelope, and that particular officer would get it. For instance, the 
Vice-President would send out fifty. The Second Vice-President would send 
out fifty and the Governors would send out fifty each. In that way it would 
go all along the line and no man would have more than 50 proxies. It 
seerns to me that would be the solution. I am only offering it as a sug- 
gestion. Maybe someone else has a suggestion. 

Mr. Zerbe — What would be your idea about bringing together of those 
proxies? Now let’s reason that one of the officers received a lot and did not 
attend the convention. 

Mr. Schultz — He would have to send them to somebody else. 

Mr. Zerbe — But would your proposal work? 

Mr. Schultz — If I wasn’t coming here I would send them to the Secretary. 

Mr. Zerbe — For the simple reason that the Vice-Presidents or the Trea- 
surer have a self-addressed envelope. There is no solicitation, but they get 
their proxies. Well now, what would be the result if someone couldn’t 
attend? 

Mr. Schultz — He would give them to someone else. 

Mr. Zerbe — Then he might have more than 50. 

Mr. Schultz — They couldn’t have. 

Mr. Zerbe — Oh yes, they could. If I am treasurer and I get 30 proxies 
out of this 50, and here are 30 the other man gets and he sends them to me. 
So I don’t think you have a solution. 
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Mr. Schultz — I didn’t say I had a solution. This suggests something that 
might suggest something to somebody else. 

(Vice-President Walker assumed the chair.) 

Mr. Hunt — Now gentlemen, you have heard all this discussion about how 
the various proxies should work. I maintain that no man in this organiza- 
tion has a right to any more than 50 proxies. Now the question is, how are 
you going to give the members of the Association their franchise? It dis- 
tinctly says that the proxies can go to anybody you desire to send them to 
whom you think is going to attend the convention. If in two issues of The 
Numismatist before the convention there was published the names of the men 
that felt they were going to the convention, you could take your own choice 
of anyone of those men and give it to him, and in that way you wouldn’t have 
the bunch of proxies. Yesterday, with all due respect to Mr. Wilson, our 
Secretary, who is absolutely honest, you put him on the spot. He had 217 
ballots, and he put them right in a lump. If I had had in possession those 
proxies and was put in that position I would have voted my own vote the 
way I felt, and of the 217 proxies I would have voted 108 yes and 109 no. 
That is what I think is the ideal way to do. If I put my name down that I am 
going to convention and somebody sees my name in that list two months 
prior to the convention, he says, “I will send him my proxy.” Or he may 
see Harry Wilson’s name and he sends the proxies to him. In that way if 
the members receive more than fifty proxies, Tom Jones or Bill Brown will 
take my balance of proxies, which is absolutely legal. 

The only thing illegal in the way we are doing business is the proxies are 
sent out and returned in the envelopes to the Secretary. It is wrong. The 
only thing that should go in that envelope that is returned to Harry Wilson 
should be the ballot marked “ballot” on the outside according to the con- 
stitution and by-laws. That is all I have to say, gentleman. 

Mr. Whalley — Mr. President, I won’t take very long, but I have a sug- 
gestion in brief that is not exactly original. A solution can be worked out 
in this manner: Prior to the election or the convention we suggest that the 
President appoint a committee of three or five, or however many he may 
suggest, and that the committee be instructed to accept proxies from any 
member and they all be sent in a pool when the convention meets on the 
first day. You have them all together with the prerogative of voting your 
proxies. Every member, as a rule, has his by-laws and constitution, and 
everything else, and he can govern himself accordingly. Fifty is too many, 
or even ten, to handle that way. In this manner your committee has all the 
proxies together. 

Chairman Walker— Do I understand, Mr. Whalley, that your suggestion 
is that the committee control the vote of these proxies? 

Mr. Whalley — No, sir. 

Chairman Walker^ — ^Each individual member? 

Mr. Whalley — Each individual member uses his own prerogative and is 
instructed for that purpose, and that proxies be clearly filled out or advise 
him through the magazine or forum. He would be prepared to have it all 
cut and dried, and it comes into your Proxy Committee addressed to the 
Proxy Committee that is appointed by the President prior to the convention. 

Chairman Walker — That aswers my question. 

Dr. Henderson — Mr. President, I don’t care what action this convention 
might take regarding the apportionment of the proxies, it will ultimately 
involve a change in the by-laws. You can’t do anything and do it legally 
and according to the constitution and by-laws without altering the consti- 
tution. Our present by-laws were used perfectly yesterday. Mr. Bauer 
shouldn’t have brought it up. I didn’t think proxies would be used. He 
had a perfect right to do it. He brought up the proxy question and put 
Harry Wilson on the spot. If he has the privilege and is voting the right 
way, why should he vote half for one and half for the other? But as an 
alternative here, why can’t this be referred back to the Committee on Con- 
stitution and By-Laws? 

Mr. Zerbe — Offer it as an amendment. 

Dr. Henderson — I was offering it as a resolution. It is not an amendment. 

Chairman Walker — There is a question before the house. 

Dr. Henderson — And the solution for this is the suggestion that these 
proxies be returned in a self-addressed envelope to the Credentials Com- 
mittee rather than the Secretary, which will relieve the Secretary of that 
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duty. I haven't any motion to make, but I would like to clarify this a little 
bit and I guess you all realize when you are changing your proxy system 
you have to have an amendment to the by-laws. I believe the easiest dispo- 
sition would be to refer it back either to the executive board or the by-laws 
committee. 

Chairman Walker — The ruling of the Chair is that there is a motion before 
the House by Mr. Hunt, and if you wish to refer it back to the Committee on 
By-Laws, whoever the new President may appoint on the committee for 
that purpose, it can be made as an amendment to the motion which is now 
before the house. What is your pleasure? 

Mr. Bauer — He says I put Harry on the spot. He is putting me on the 
spot. I didn't know anything about any proxies Harry Wilson had in his 
possession when I made that motion. I want to say still further that this 
question isn't half as serious as it used to be years ago. Mr. Wilson at 
times I think had 400 or 500 proxies out of a much smaller organization. 
I would suggest that the different clubs where members are attending the 
convention use their best efforts to have someone within these clubs take 
care of as many proxies as possible. Then you wouldn’t have this condition 
arise again where the Secretary will be compelled to be put on the spot and 
vote the proxies according to the dictates of his own views. I make a motion 
to refer this back to the committee. 

Mr. Zerbe — I second the motion. 

Chairman Walker — It has been regularly moved and seconded that Mr. 
Hunt’s motion be amended to read, and the question shall be referred to a 
by-laws committee for further study and recommendation. 

(The amendment was carried.) 

Chairman Walker — Now on the original motion of Mr. Hunt. The amend- 
ment to Mr. Hunt’s original motion means that it be brought up to the 
committee before any action is taken. 

(The motion as amended was carried.) 

(President Clarke resumed the Chair.) 

Report of Coininittee on Resolutions. 

President Clarke — Are there any further resolutions? I think there are 
some coming from the Resolutions Committee. Is Mr. Weikert present? 

(Mr. Weikert read resolution No. 1.) 

Resolved, That the American Numismatic Association expresses its appre- 
ciation for the services of Charles W. Foster. We also recommend that a 
fund of $50 be allocated to the Librarian for books or other material needed. 

(Resolution No. 1 was adopted.) 

President Clarke — Are there any further resolutions? 

Mr. Schwarz — Mr. President, I have the following: 

Resolved, That the Coin Purchasing Committee be instructed to purchase 
for the American Numismatic Association’s collection a Coronation set of 
coins costing $110, providing the National Museum does not already have a 
set in their collection. Also, that the usual annual appropriation of $100 be 
made for purchase of new coins to our collection in the National Museum. 

(Resolution No. 2 was adopted.) 

(Mr. Weikert read Resolution No. 3.) 

Resolved, That the American Numismatic Association recommends that 
all advertisements in The Numismatist that advertise mail auction sales, 
wherein the individual lots are listed and numbered, be eliminated from the 
advertising in The Numismatist. 

Mr. Schultz — I move its adoption. 

Mr. Walker — I second it. 

Mr. Hewitt — May I ask the sponsor of that to give the reason why? 

President Clarke — You can talk to him about that. 

Mr. Hewitt — It has been moved. I am asking for point of information. 

President Clarke— Who sponsored that? 

Mr. Hunt — I believe I did. This question is brought to our minds by the 
different pages and parts of pages that appear in The Numismatist whereby 
you have lots from 35 to 100 or more appearing in The Numismatist under 
the guise of mail auction sales. In this respect I might say, to show the 
method of the workings of these things, that there is a certain auction list 
published in The Numismatist, a mail auction list, whereby bids are asked 
for at a certain time. There are certain coins of interest there that interest 
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a probable purchaser and he writes to the gentleman and tells him he is 
not interested in the question of a mail auction but he is running a mail 
auction and has a price on which he is going to sell those coins. Now if he 
would not be interested in the mail auction, but if he would set his top price 
that he expects to get on those coins, he is willing to buy them. The gentle- 
man in question writes back that he has a bid already in for — I think it was 
$135 on one particular coin and he quoted on others — but on this particular 
coin for $135 he thought if he bid $136 he might get it. The fellow wrote 
back and told him at the same time he wasn’t interested in his proposition at 
all. Now a short time after that elapsed the gentleman in question received a 
letter stating he could have the coins for $13 5. Now it is to do away with 
such things as that. You can see lists of certain mail auction sales, if you 
read them in The Numismatist, and you find possibly the same thing appear- 
ing in the later issue. They haven’t been sold. If a man has anything to 
sell. The Numismatist pages are open, but not for these mail auction sales, 
which is a gyp game. 

President Clarke — Any further discussion? 

Mr. Schmall— I understand when an advertiser in The Numismatist uses 
a page to advertise a list of coins that he is going to sell at a future date, 
he is practically using The Numismatist as an auction catalog, saving himself 
the trouble of mailing out the list to all the prospective buyers. Now an 
ordinary auction catalog of 50 to 60 pages costs on the average of $2.50 a 
page. An advertiser in The Numismatist is paying $16 a page. Am I right 
there? He is paying more than five times the normal rate of an auction 
catalog, so I don’t see why he should be barred. He is paying far more 
than he would be paying to use the United States mail to mail his catalog 
out for him. Now suspicion or shady practices have been charged against a 
great many dealers, and in 99 per cent of the cases they prove without 
foundation. I am not a dealer; I am a collector, but I have known a good 
many dealers and I would pledge my last nickel for their integrity and 
honesty and reputation. The gentleman who arose there to ask the reason 
why this resolution was brought up I think is perfectly within his rights, 
and the type of transaction that arises that the gentleman on my right 
brought up, which he brings into question as an unfair practice, the very 
same thing occurs in the regular mail and vocal auctions. Now I sometimes 
get an auction catalog. I will write to a dealer, “How high must I go to 
get this?’’ He will answer, “Well, I have a bid of $6 from one man and 
$7.50 from another.’’ I send him a bid of $8, and I don’t hear anything 
from him, and I presume I did not get the lot. A few weeks later he writes 
me that the buyer returned the lot, didn’t like it for some reason, and I 
may have it for $5. I don’t immediately jump to the conclusion that there 
has been a dishonest, unfair transaction or question the motives of that 
dealer. I accept the lot $5 and I am glad to have it. Now we are going 
into a tendency of questioning everything. We seem to be doubting, becom- 
ing skeptical. Everybody has to spread his cards on the table. 

President Clarke — Gentlemen, you have heard this resolution which was 
made and seconded. 

Mr. Hewitt — Regarding listing mail auctions, you are going to keep 
hampering Frank until he will have to use the free pages to publish the 

members. Honesty isn’t spotty. If a man is going to be dishonest in a 

straight fixed price, he is going to be dishonest in another way, so why make 
a difference. 

Mr. Brock — I advertise mail sales, and it seems as if the resolution was 
brought up because one man has been gyped by a mail sale. You are going 

to penalize all the collectors who are going to realize most on their coins. 

If a man has a small collection he shops around. The dealers won’t give 
him much money, and through the medium of The Numismatist he can 
realize his maximum price on those coins. The printed catalogs are just as 
crooked, if you call that crooked, in regard to offering a man at another 
price, and he will accept a full-page ad from a dealer who runs a mail sale, 
and so if you pass this resolution you are just going on the wind with one 
mind to give that person advertising in The Numismatist and penalizing all 
the collectors who realize most on their coins. 

Mr. Schultz — The only thing I had in mind, Mr. President, was this: We 
had an auction the other night and the man was a licensed auctioneer. In 
most States they require that an auctioneer be licensed, so the only question

I had in mind is that The Numismatist is liable when it aids and abets a man 
selling at private sale and using it as an auction without a licensed auc- 
tioneer. 

Mr. Bauer — Mr. Duffield will bear me out that I have been opposed to this 
during my regime. The question to my mind is not whether one crooked 
dealer or two crooked dealers upset the thing; the question is, shall we use 
The Numismatist for an auction sale catalog or not. I am opposed to using 
it that way. The advertisers pay for the space, but I don’t think we want 
to enlarge on this thing until we become an auction sale catalog. We are 
getting more and more of this. 

Mr. Wormser — I think this whole question is being looked at from an 
entirely erroneous point of view. You can’t control any difficulties of sales 
and differences between purchasers and sellers of coins, whether they are at 
auction or private sale or advertised one way or another. But I do think 
we should look at this from the point of view that we do not want to impose 
any restrictions on the kind of advertising that is being taken by our business 
manager. He is having a hard enough time making The Numismatist a 
successful magazine, and if you are shutting the door on this type of adver- 
tising you are simply turning it over to your competitors and you are losing 
sight of the fact that today The Numismatist has no longer a monopoly 
but has two or three healthy competitors who would be glad to embrace this 
type of advertising. You know the saying, “caveat emptor.” If a man is 
foolish enough to want to patronize that sort of advertisement, the Associa- 
tion does not have to be a guardian for what people want to do with their 
money in the coin collecting field. I think the question should be left 
entirely to the judgment of the business manager who has conducted the 
magazine in a very fair and business-like manner. 

(Vice-President Walker took the Chair.) 

President Clarke — In regard to this, I would like to express myself. It is 
simply advertising. That man is paying for that space. It may be in many 
cases his only outlet for selling his coins at a fair price. I can’t see where 
there is anything wrong in this any more than a dry goods merchant adver- 
tising a dress costing $3.95 or $6.95 cut down to $1.98. I think Mr. Duffield 
has handled that wrong. If a man has done anything wrong, charges should 
be preferred against him and we should not limit him to putting in adver- 
tising that will do him no good. If you did, you would shut out his adver- 
tising. I think we should look after the small dealer who has coins to sell 
as well as the larger dealer. It is my personal view that should be left to 
Mr. Duffield and as long as the man pays his advertising cost he should be 
allowed to print the prices or have you bid on them, if you want to. 

Mr. Whalley — Mr. President, I want a point of information on this. 
Whether the decision is made for or against this, here is my question: 
If this motion passes, will the average collector who has a few coins that he 
wishes to dispose of be permitted to question the outside world through the 
magazine, say for instance, how much will you pay for this. If it does not 
pass, it will remain as it is now, I understand, but how will the decision 
work, assuming that this goes through. That is my point of information 
before voting. 

(President Clarke resumed the Chair.) 

President Clarke — Mr. Whalley, as I understand it, if this resolution was 
carried you would not be allowed to enter any number of lots and number 
them at a price or ask for a bid on them. If those lots were numbered, I 
think that covers it. 

Mr. Whalley — It is only a question of numbers? 

President Clarke — ^You know the different lots before you put a bid on 
them. 

Dr. Henderson — The price is legitimate. 

President Clarke — If you don’t put a price and ask for a bid. 

Dr. Henderson — I think this resolution is perfectly in order and it might 
be a good, progressive resolution. I don’t say that because I am a member 
of the Resolutions Committee. I signed this resolution. I am glad of it. 
As a matter of fact, I hope it prevails. We are not trying to shut the door, 
and this does not shut the door, on a legitimate man or member who wants 
to advertise and receive a bid on one, two or three things of that nature 
and dispose of it to that extent. We are closing the door to The Numismatist 
pages being used as a sales catalog, and I think it should be done. Don’t 
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forget the purposes of this Association. It is to disseminate numismatic 
information. Are you going to do it by the use of our organ as a mail sales 
catalog? I don’t think so. I think you are in reality, not intentionally so, 
but you are unintentionally taking advantage of the new members who 
come into the Association who are not informed as to the values, and they 
are loaded up with a lot of stuff that you and I would not bid on, because 
we know better. There is nothing that prohibits the use of the advertising 
pages to advertise a fixed price or a small sale, if you want to offer a lot of 
stuff for the best offered price possible, a list of what it is, but the minute 
you offer that in a numbered catalog list, I think our doors should be closed. 
Why should we put these men into competition with a legitimate dealer who 
has to pay for catalogs and for the mailing and postage, and let the other 
fellow come in and use the pages without publication of the catalog and 
having no mailing expense of catalogs, and you are the auctioneer. 

Mr. Walker — I move the previous question, Mr. Chairman. 

Mr. Evans — I move the whole question be tabled. 

Mr. Schultz — I second the motion. 

(The vote was 17 to 17.) 

Mr. Whalley — Mr. President, you have the deciding vote. 

President Clarke — I will decide the entire business be tabled. About a 
year ago I had the pleasure of appointing one of our members to represent 
the American Numismatic Association at the International Numismatic Con- 
gress in London, England. Mr. Wormser did not return in time to attend 
our Minneapolis convention. He is here today. He hasn’t any detailed 
report of it, but I would like Mr. Wormser to come up and say a few words. 

Dr. Henderson — Mr. President, there is another resolution. 

President Clarke — I thought we were through. Usually the chairman 
reads all the resolutions. 

(Dr. Henderson read resolution No. 4.) 

Resolved, That we the American Numismatic Association convention, 
assembled, hereby extend a hearty appreciation of the hospitality extended 
by the Washington Numismatic Society. Also to the management of the 
Washington Hotel for their kind and courtious treatment during the mem- 
bers’ stay at this convention. 

(The motion was regularly seconded and carried.) 

President Clarke — The resolution is adopted. Are there any further reso- 
lutions? Now, Mr. Wormser, we would like to have a word from you. 

Report on International Nuniismatic Congress. 

Mr. Wormser — Mr. President and Members of the Association: I really 
shouldn’t be expected to submit a report at this time, and I had expected to 
make a very elaborate report, but somehow or other I have not found the 
time for it, and this is a very informal substitute. This Congress took place 
so long ago it hardly seems worth while to go into the subject very elabo- 
rately. 

The International Congress was really a very impressive affair, and natu- 
rally the idea is immediately suggested of comparing its activities and results 
with our own conventions, and it is really quite different. 

The Congress was held at University College, London, in buildings that in 
themselves are most impressive and quite aged. It was attended not so 
much by numismatic business people as we are but rather by numismatic 
scholars, representatives of universities, museums, some of which are the 
most ancient in the world. I felt very much dwarfed by the shining lights 
that surrounded me. 

The Congress was called to order in an amphitheatre auditorium by 
Sir George MacDonald, who is a very prominent scholar in the line of ancient 
coins and the President of the Royal Numismatic Society. The occasion of 
the congress at that particular time was the 100th anniversary of the foun-. 
dation of the Royal Numismatic Society. 

The speeches were rather short and there was no numismatic business, 
by-laws, constitution or advertising mentioned. Immediately after the presi- 
dent’s introductory remarks, which took up perhaps fifteen minutes, gentle- 
men all over the room arose to ask for the fioor and presented very impres- 
sive documents that conveyed the congratulations of their respective institu- 
tions or seats of learning. I felt very much embarrassed that I, too, was not 
able to present a document of that kind. It was something I had not at all 
expected.

Immediately after that, and after the whole formal proceedings in the 
amphitheatre had taken up perhaps half an hour, the gathering split up into 
so-called “sections.” A program had been provided showing all the members 
who expected to be in attendance, all who were in attendance, and schedules 
were provided showing in what rooms of the university the various sections 
would be meeting. There was a Roman Section, an Ancient Section, a 
British Section, Modern Coinage Section, Oriental Numismatic Section, a 
Medal Section, and I think a few others whose sub-divisions I cannot now 
remember. 

Those interested in the various sectional programs adjourned to their 
meeting rooms and very important learned papers were read there. I have 
in my hand the preliminary report, which is about half the size of the Numis- 
matist, minus the advertising, and which just gives the report of speeches 
that were made and mentions those who were in attendance. A large volume 
is promised at some future time which will incorporate all the papers that 
were read. 

I must confess that I really played hookey from most of the sessions, 
because an auction sale was going on and I thought it would be more fun 
to attend the auction sale than all the individual sessions; but by the time 
you have finished attending the congress you really could have put in your 
head a large size numismatic encyclopedia with all the papers that were 
covering the various fields. 

A good many of those attending the congress seemed to be well acquainted 
with each other and had met on the occasion of the last similar congress, 
which had been held in 1910. The fact was referred to that the World War 
seriously had disrupted the numismatic associations of the pre-war days and 
all international numismatic work, and in a way this numismatic congress 
had international significance and world politic significance in bringing to- 
gether again the scholars and students in our field. 

The idea had been that about every 10 years after 1891, which was the 
first congress, the numismatists should gather and have a congress of this 
kind at whatever capital city such a congress might be called for some reason 
or other, and it is quite likely that within a few years the series of ten-year 
conferences will be resumed again so as to come back to the even year. I 
mean around probably 19 40, and if such an occasion arises and we do have 
a delegate there, I would like to remind you that we must have some very 
fancy resolutions of congratulations and greetings to present. I did succeed 
in saying a few words at the closing session, but I don’t think they compared 
very favorably with all these marvelous printed and engrossed resolutions 
that were presented. 

The concluding event of the congress was a banquet, and of course, that 
really was the beginning when everybody thawed out from the usual con- 
tinental formalism. I thought it had been rather formal and there was none 
of the “Hello, Jim” business that we have at our conventions and back- 
slapping. They were all scholars, met for the purpose of promoting numis- 
matics. 

One of the features of the congress was a trip to Oxford or Cambridge, 
whichever you chose to make, and another feature which was impressive 
was a Government reception at Lancaster House, which houses the City 
Museum. You marched down a very imposing-looking staircase and lackeys 
announced your arrival to the Government representative who was holding 
the reception, aided by his good lady. 

There was one feature for which I really held up my report on the 
congress, which should be a lesson to ourselves and to our Government. The 
entire arrangements were in the hands of the gentlemen who are in charge 
of the British Museum Coin Cabinet, Mr. Allen, the head of it, Mr. Walker, 
and Mr. Mattingly. The remarkable thing from which we should derive a 
lesson for ourselves is the close cooperation between the Government insti- 
tution, which is the British Museum, and the Royal Numismatic Society. 
The heads of the Government institution are the editors of the publication, 
the Numismatic Chronicle. They were in full charge of everything that was 
going on. I did not see very much evidence of the Royal Numismatic Society 
itself doing much except through these Government officials, and that brings 
me to the point which I particularly want to make, the importance of the 
British Museum coin collection in the status of the British Museum in 
general. Mr. Allen has the very splendid title of “keeper of coins,” and 
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beside being the head of the museum, he is also entitled, and not only en- 
titled but compelled, to maintain his residence in the British Museum so as 
to be always at the beck and call of any attempts at robbing the British 
coin collection. 

The cabinet was first founded, I believe, by George I when he became 
King of England, after having come over from Hanover. Since then it has 
been a Government institution subsidized by the Government and given a 
great deal of prominence in the educational and scientific activities of th© 
government. The Museum is lavishly endowed with funds. There is a staff 
of five gentlemen, a salary list of about $20,000, a collection of about half a 
million coins, an appropriation for new purchases of $5,000 annually, and 
special appropriations for special occasions, and of course, we all know what 
splendid work they produce in the numismatic field in excavations and other 
important activities. That is one phase of it which was clearly brought out 
to my mind at the congress and which should be imitated and followed by 
our own Government, which as you know, is very stingy when it comes to 
doing anything for a national coin collection or national numismatics. 

The United States appropriation for new acquisitions and other purposes 
is really an annual pittance, and while the stamp collection at the Smith- 
sonian Institution has a curator, a separate curator, you have by now found 
out according to last night’s speeches, that we have only a curator of history 
who has the entire subject of history and not numismatics alone. That is 
one foreign activity which it would pay us well to imitate. 

I believe that last night’s dinner was the first important sign of Govern- 
ment officials taking a real interest in numismatics, because I take it that 
the three speakers last nigh^ were there with the full understanding that it 
was the Government cooperating with us. 

I hope that perhaps these observations may lead to some change in th© 
policy of the United States Government. Within the last few years especially 
our Government has followed the policy of supporting all sorts of educational 
and intellectual activities in order to have money spent in a vast Government 
spending program, and now I hope that numismatics will be recognized and 
receive its share. I thank you. 

President Clarke — Next is item No. 29 on our order of business, further 
reports. That will be omitted as the time is running short. 

Mr. Bauer — Mr. President, I would like to offer a resolution and a rising 
vote of thanks to Mr. Wormser for the splendid report. 

(The assemblage arose and applauded.) 

President Clarke — The next order of business will be the report of the 
Chairman of the Elections Committee. 

Mr. Wormser — Mr. Chairman, there is one item I don’t think has been 
taken care of, the report of the Committee on Papers. 

President Clarke — Are you representing it? 

Mr. Wormser — I am representing Mr. Lloyd. 

President Clarke — I think that was called for earlier, but there was no 
reply. 

Mr. Wormser — I am presenting this report in behalf of the chairman of 
our Committee on Papers, Robert H. Lloyd, who, unfortunately, was unable 
to be here on account of illness after having planned to be here, and I am 
submitting this just as a matter of record and suggest that the papers should 
be received as read with thanks to the authors and published in The Numis- 
matist. These are as follows: 

(Mr. Wormser read the list.) 

Dr. Henderson — I move these papers be received with thanks as read 
and published in the Numismatist. (Carried.) 

President Clarke — Is there anything else to come up before calling on the 
chairman of the Committee on Elections? If not, we will have the chairman 
of the Committee on Elections give the final election returns. Is Mr. Bolender 
here? 

Dr. Hepting — As a member of that committee I would like to state that 
Mr. Bolender is unable to be here and has placed the report in my charge. 

Report of the Uoiiimittee on Elections. 

Dr. Hepting — Mr. President, the committee you appointed has discharged 
that duty and has arrived at a correct report. We went over the ballots 
last night and then again we met this morning and checked up to be sure 
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that no mistake has been made. Here are the results of the election of the 
1937 convention of the Amrican Numismatic Association:

Respectfully submitted by your committee, M. H. Bolender, chairman; 
Robert Botsford, Horace M. Grant, Lewis Werner, and Dr. Hepting. 

President Clarke — Thank you. I would entertain a motion that the report 
be received and the committee discharged with thanks. 

Mr. Gillette — I make that motion. (Carried.) 

Dr. Henderson — Could I ask the committee if any of those ballots were 
eliminated, not being legal? 

Dr. Hepting — There were quite a number of ballots marked in such a 
way they had to be marked void. I forget the number. Is Mr. Werner here? 

Dr. Henderson — That should have been included in the report — the num- 
ber of missing ballots. 

President Clarke — Gentlemen, you have heard the report of the Elections 
Committee. I, therefore, declare the following officers elected. President, 
J. Henri Ripstra; First Vice-President, Mr. Wa^er; Second Vice-President, 
Mr. Wernstrom; General Secretary, Mr. Wilson; Treasurer, Mr. Blake; Libra- 
rian and Curator, Mr. Dewey. The members of the Board of Governors: 
Mr. Thorson, Mr. Kortjohn, Mr. Hoffecker, Mr. Philpott, and Mr. Boosel. 

In connection with this, I might state last year there was some controversy 
and there was a resolution passed at that time that the names be printed but 
eliminate the number of votes in connection with the publication. 

Mr. Gillette — I make that motion for this year. 

President Clarke — It has already been done. 

Mr. Hunt — At this time I think we should give a hearty vote of thanks to 
the Elections Committee for the service they have rendered, and might I 
say to the incoming administration, I think the Committee on Elections 
should be allowed the services of two outside enumerators that don’t belong 
to the club at all to help tabulate the votes? The vote are getting now so it 
becomes quite a task on the men to serve. 

President Clarke — We will let the next man worry about that. 

Mr. Schultz — You have to worry about it now, so he knows about it. 

President Clarke — Gentlemen, I would like to say that in a few minutes 
my connection with the official family of the A. N. A. will only be a matter 
of history, and as the last duty of my office, I would consider it a rare 
privilege to introduce a lovely little lady from Columbus, Ohio. We all 
missed her at the Minneapolis convention last year. We are mightly glad 
both she and her husband are with us today. Well do I remember what 
she said to me two years ago in Pittsburgh. In short it was that the success- 
ful voyage of our numismatic ship rests in your hands for the ensuing year. 
Go out and make good. I promised her that I would do the best I could, 
and I want you to believe me when I tell you that I have endeavored to give 
you the best I have to give. This lady needs no introduction to any numis- 
matic audience in this country. However, I consider it a rare privilege to 
introduce to you or to present to you Mrs. Henderson of Columbus, Ohio. 

(Mrs. Henderson addressed the convention, after which the assemblage 
arose and applauded.) 

President Clarke — As just a parting word I would like to tell you I 
received a message from one of our early Presidents, Carl Wurtzbach. He 
regrets on account of illness he could not be here, but he told me to con- 
gratuate all the officers for 1938, and he said his only regret was that he 
couldn’t come down and congratulate them himself and see them and retire 
in a blaze of glory. Mr. Ripstra, I now turn this gavel over to you. 

President-Elect Ripstra — Members of the American Numismatic Associa- 
tion. I want to express to you my thanks and appreciation for this very 
great honor you have bestowed upon me. I might also take the privilege 
of thanking you for the Executive Committee and the officers whom you 
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have elected. I can assure you we will do everything possible to make our 
regime a very successful one and to represent you in our hobby and to make 
this, our wonderful organization, one of the outstanding organizations in 
the world. 

At this time I think I am going to ask Jim Clarke — Jim Clarke got at me 
last year by having me install him — I would like to have Mr. Clarke step 
forward and install the newly elected officers. Will the newly elected officers 
kindly step forward? 

(Mr. Clarke installed the newly elected officers.) 

President Ripstra — A resolution was passed to install a new system of 
bookkeeping and keeping of the accounts of the Association. My first official 
duty will be to appoint the Auditing Committee who will have charge of 
this work. I want to appoint Mr. Martin Kortjobn as chairman of that 
Committee; Mr. Nichols, of Melrose, Massachusetts, and Mr. William H. 
Sternberg, of New York. This committee will take the matter in hand and 
get on the job and get results as soon as possible. We want this new system 
installed as quickly as possible. 

Mr. Chapman, have you a remark to make? 

Mr. Chapman — I greatly appreciate the privilege of being here in view of 
the fact I am more or less of a novice, but I have my application in for 
membership. 

Last night it was my pleasure to present to you three prominent people 
in Washington public life. I tried to tell you that we were happy to have 
you at the convention, but I didn’t have a chance to tell you why you are 
at this convention. 

When it was first mentioned there was one man who stood out in the 
Washington club for the convention, and it is due entirely to his whole- 
hearted enthusiasm and efforts that this convention has been the success it is. 
I want to pay tribute to that man publicly because I didn’t have an oppor- 
tunity last night. I want to tell you that the Washington Numismatic 
Society is proud of the fact that he is a member of that organization, and I 
can assure you that the present officers of the Association are fortunate in 
having a man of his character and his ability on the Board of Governors. 
You know who I mean. There is no need for me to tell you that that man is 
Harry Boosel. I should like to say at this time it is due entirely to his effort 
and to his guidance that the general committee has been able to have you 
here and to show you what we have. We hope you have had a very fine 
time, and I want to thank you again, Mr. President, for the privilege of 
speaking from the fioor. 

President Ripstra — I, too, would like to thank this committee on behalf 
of our organization, Mr. Boosel and his committee, in giving the American 
Numismatic Association the reception they did. They were very successful 
in everything they did, and I think this convention was possibly the very best 
I have ever attended in everything I can think of — exhibits, entertainment, 
personal attention shown us — and Harry I want to thank you and your com- 
mittee for this very fine job you have done on behalf of our organization. 
Mr. Clarke, we in Chicago think you have done a great job. and we have 
done everything we could to stand right behind you. Some of our members 
didn’t like your tie clasp so very well, so our group thought we would have 
one made with your initials, so we could read it. On behalf of our group, 
we present you with this clasp. 

Past President Clarke— Thank you very much. 

President Ripstra — Immediately after this meeting is adjourned I will 
thank the executive board to meet me in this corner of the room. There are 
several things I would like to take up with you before you return to your 
homes. Has anybody else anything to offer? 

Mr. Bauer — As a point of information, has a vote of appreciation been 
extended to the police department and the hotel? It is customary at the 
close of our business to do it. 

Mr. Schultz — And the newspapers. The resolution should cover that. 

Mr. Zerbe — We have a resolution covering that. 

Dr. Henderson — Perhaps I better offer a little explanation on this reso- 
lution. Mr. Weikert, of the Washington Numismatic Club, was asked to 
address personal letters to each one of these organizations for the courtesies 
extended. It would give a personal touch to the favors they have received. 

Mr. Ripstra — Will you see to that, Harry. Mrs. Henderson, at this time 
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I want to thank you for the wonderful remarks you made and for the good 
wishes you extended me. I have known you for 25 or 2 6 years, and in all of 
that time I have looked upon you as a very wonderful woman, and I just 
like your husband, couldn’t help but love him, because of your goodness. I 
want to thank you right now. 

Mrs. Henderson — I can only say I wish I were worthy of the lovely things 
you said just now. It is always a pleasure to meet the members of the 
American Numismatic Association, and as you know, we are always delighted 
to have you call on us. The latchstring is always out at 1711 for the mem- 
bers. Somehow the loves, the friendships and the associations connected 
with this organization have meant a very great deal to Dr. Henderson and 
myself. I am quite sure when I say — I think I will be telling a secret — 
that I have heard Dr. Henderson say to a new collector that in all of his 
association with different bodies of men — and I can assure you there have 
been a great many of them in the years gone by — he said he had never met, 
as he expressed it, a bunch of men who were finer than the men of the 
American Numismatic Association. 

President Ripstra — Is there anyone else who has anything to offer for 
the good of our organization before we adjourn? Mr. Ferguson of Canada, 
we haven’t had the pleasure of hearing you at this meeting. I certainly 
would appreciate a few remarks from you. 

Mr. Ferguson — I hoped that I might possibly get away from this conven- 
tion without causing our good friend who has been so overworked to labor 
any more than necessary. I am afraid that at some of the past conventions 
I have attended I have done more than my share of speaking, and I thought 
that this was rather unique in that I was getting away without even second- 
ing a motion. I want to tell you, Mr. President, that there is no question 
in my mind of the tremendous advancement that is going to be made in our 
science throughout the American continent during this next year, and your 
able administration and that of your officers. I would like to publicly express 
some of the thoughts that I have given to Past President Clarke during 
the last few days, when I told him that I felt that the Association could 
never quite^ adequately thank you and your administration for the great 
advancement that has been made during the past few years. I feel that 
while some of us may have hesitated at some of the changes that Mr. Clarke 
brought about in putting our association on a very definite business basis, 
I am sure now there cannot be the slightest doubt in anyone’s mind upon the 
wisdom of it, and I feel sometimes that some of us should get together and 
have a medal struck commemorating our good friend Jim Clarke and his 
work for this association. If I may take one moment longer, Mr. President, 
I would like to say at this convention there was considerable discussion 
before it started and during the convention of the so-called Canadian ques- 
tion. As a Canadian, one of the two Canadians attending the convention 
this year, I want to thank the Resolutions Committee, the Executive Board 
and the Association in general for the very able way that this situation 
which could have left perhaps a little unpleasantness was handled. I am 
sure that there is no Canadian member of this association but can feel that 
it was handled in a splendid manner and with complete satisfaction to the 
Canadian members of the Association. I wish for the Association this next 
year all success and I assure you that you will have the complete cooperation 
of all Canadian members. Thank you. 

President Ripstra — Mr. Ferguson, I want to thank you for those very 
kind remarks. Has anyone else anything to offer for the betterment of 
our organization? If not, I think it is in order for a motion for adjourn- 
ment. But before we adjourn, however, I would like to have Dr. Henderson 
lead us in a word of prayer, in thanks for our past and ask a blessing for 
our future. Dr. Henderson. 

(Dr. Henderson led in prayer.) 

President Ripstra — If there is no further business to come before us, I 
now declare the meeting adjourned until our next regular convention. Hear- 
ing none, it is so ordered. 


(The convention adjourned sine die.)

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The Entertainment 
Features Of The 
Washington Convention 


August 21 to 26, 
1937 


Two days of intense heat and four days of an almost steady downpour of 
rain was the Weather Man’s contribution to the Washington Convention 
of the A. N. A. A cordial welcome and a series of entertainment features 
that left nothing to be desired was the contribution of the Washington 
Numismatic Society. An exhibit of coins, the size, variety and condition of 
which has never been excelled at an A. N. A. convention, together with an 
attendance that broke all records, both as to members and guests, was the 
contribution of the members of the A. N. A. 

It was not a sectional gathering, as many A. N. A. conventions are. Of 
course, the attendance from the East was greater than from any other sec- 
tion. But Texas was well represented, Minneapolis and Milwaukee sent 
good-sized delegations; Alabama, Georgia, and South Carolina were repre- 
sented, to say nothing of the large number from Chicago and New York 
City, and the list of the other members showed that a goodly part of \the

forty-eight States was represented by one or more. California had a lone 
delegate. 

Most of the time it rained — and rained — and rained — but who cared! 
The rain was welcomed, because it brought relief from the torrid and humid 
weather of Saturday and Sunday. Neither the heat nor the rain was due to 
local conditions, but both were general throughout the East. The weather 
had the effect of keeping most of the members at the hotel the greater part 
of the time, and that had much to do with promoting social contacts. But 
this is a convention story, and not a meteorological one. 

The attendance did not reach the hoped-for 300, but the exhibits ex- 
ceeded expectations. Every case was filled, and a few more could have 
been used had they been available. 

Registration began Saturday morning by Harry T. Wilson, General Sec- 
retary, and a force of three young ladies loaned by the Greater Capital Com- 
mittee of the Washington Board of Trade, acting for the Washington Nu- 
mismatic Society. Before the day was over it was acknowledged by old- 
timers that all attendance records would be shattered, and so it proved. 

The Get-Togetlier Session. 

This social feature was scheduled to take place in the Rose Room on 
the top floor of the Hotel Washington. But with the oppressive heat in- 
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doors, the promenade deck adjoining, with its comfortable chairs and a 
little more air, seemed to be a favorite retreat. These sessions often seem 
superfluous, because the early arrivals do not wait until evening to accom- 
plish the objective. 


Sunday’s Trip to Mount Vernon. 

No record is available of the number of members who attended church 
on Sunday morning. It was a part of the program, and if the number was 
not large, it was doubtless due to the hot weather. 

The first of the major entertainment features was scheduled for Sunday 
afternoon — a sightseeing bus trip over parts of Washington, through Arling- 
ton Cemetery and Alexandria to Mount Vernon, the home of George Wash- 
ington in his later years. Each of the four busses was in charge of a very 
competent guide, whose lucid descriptions of points of interest, with occa- 
sional wisecracks, made the trip so interesting and enjoyable that the heat 
was almost forgotten. In Washington the route took us past a score of 
new Government buildings, the homes of many prominent Government of- 
ficials, and the former homes of some who have helped make U. S. history 
but have since passed away. Many of the foreign embassies and legations 
were also pointed out.

In Arlington Cemetery a short stop was made at the grave of the Un- 
known Soldier and the amphitheater in front of it. 

As we approached Mount Vernon, gathering clouds gave indication of a 
shower, and some hesitated to leave the busses for an inspection of the 
mansion and grounds, particularly those who had previously visited there. 
Only a few drops of rain fell, however — not enough to interfere in any way 
with the sightseers. 

On the return trip many historic buildings in Alexandria were pointed 
out, most of which were associated with Washington and his fellow-patriots 
during their lifetime. It is said that in his later years he always consid- 
ered Alexandria his home, though he maintained a summer home at Mount 
Vernon. 


The Auction Sale. 

The auction sale on Monday evening drew a large crowd to the Rose Room. 
There were only 200 lots in the sale, the maximum number that would be 
accepted. It was in charge of Charles Kohen and John Zug, members of 
the auction committee. The sale contained few rarities, but it was a nice 
lot of coins and average prices prevailed. Bidding was a little slow at the 
start, because it was all new to many of the members. 
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While the men were enjoying themselves in the auction room, the ladies 
attended one of the moving-picture theaters. 

Tuesday We Saw the (ioveruiueut Collection of Coins. 

On Tuesday afternoon busses conveyed the party to the Smithsonian In- 
stitution to view the Government collection of coins and other historical 
exhibits installed in this wonderful building. The coins are located in a 
large room close to the entrance, and there we were greeted by Dr. A. Wet- 
more, of the Department of History, and Theo. T. Belote, Curator of the 
collection. The collection of coins loaned to the Smithsonian by the A. N. 
A. occupies four large cases in this room, each fairly well filled, but with 
room for additions, which the A. N. A. will probably make from time to 
time. It was soon discovered by some one in the party that the 1804 dollar 
in the collection was not in its accustomed place. It was explained by Mr. 
Belote that it had been temporarily transferred to a case containing many 
of the other rarities in the collection. One of the cases is devoted to com^ 
memorative half dollars, and it was noted that a few of these issues are not

represented. Most of the commemoratives are shown in duplicate, with 
both sides visible. It might be explained that no specific appropriation is 
made for the purchase of coins, and the only money available for this pur- 
pose is what the division can save from other appropriations. 

Mr. Hall Showed Us How^ Paper Money Is Made. 

The visit to the Bureau of Engraving and Printing on Tuesday night was 
expected to reveal some interesting information as to how our paper money 
is produced, and we were not disappointed. Ordinarily the Bureau is closed 
to visitors in the evening, as only parts of it are in opetration, and that 
with a reduced force of employes. But the committee had arranged with 
Mr. Hall, Director of the Bureau, to be our host for an evening visit, and 
an enjoyable hour or more was spent there. 

Mr. Hall welcomed the party of about 150 in a short address and asked 
them to divide into groups of twenty-five, each group being placed in charge 
of a guide. In the first room visited the presses were turning out the 
Farley 10-cent Smoky Mountain issue of stamps in compliment to the con- 
vention of the Society of Philatelic Americans, August 26-28, 1937. 
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In the other rooms visited a similar operation of the presses produced 
either the front or back of a $1 note. It would be out of place here to 
describe the many details of the operation. We were told unofficially, 
however, that the presses seldom stop for any reason in the course of a 
day’s or night’s work, which is entirely agreeable to the employes, because, 
we were told, also unofficially, it is all piece work, and that the employes 
make “good money,’’ both literally and figuratively. 

In response to a question, one of the employes quietly remarked that no 
matter what the denomination, each sheet of notes was “just a sheet of 
paper’’ to the employes. At one time Mr. Hall facetiously remarked that 
he was sorry we had selected Tuesday for our visit, because sample notes 
are never given to visitors on Tuesdays. 

After we had all returned to the lobby of the Bureau a half hour was 
spent in viewing the exhibit of stamps and paper money displayed there. 
There were many denominations among them, but the frame which held 
the greatest interest contained four sheets or twenty notes with the portrait 
of Woodrow Wilson, each note of the denomination of $100,000. 

Tlie Banquet on Wednesday Evening. 

If the convention entertainment had been limited to the banquet it would 
have given full value for the cost of a full set of entertainment tickets.

N. A. annual banquets have long been the crowning feature of its conven- 
tions, and, coming on the eve of departure of most of the members, they 
become the good-bye feature — the last occasion when all will be together — 
and the members are reluctant to separate. 

The 1937 banquet was held in the Rose Room on the top floor of the hotel. 
The speakers, A. N. A. officials and Washington Numismatic Society officials 
and committee members, and their wives, were seated at a long table at 
the side of the room, while sixteen tables, each seating eight or ten, were 
in front of the speakers’ table. 

During the serving of the courses the Rays (lady and gentleman), wi,th 
violin and piano-accordion, moved about the floor among the tables playing 
popular airs. It may have been only a coincidence that they stopped at the 
table at which Mr. and Mrs. Norman H. Brock and Mr. and Mrs. J. H. Mor- 
ris, Jr., were seated, both couples being on their honeymoon, and played 
Mendelssohn’s Wedding March.

IN THE HEADQUARTERS OF THE GENERAL CONVENTION COMMITTEE 

Mr. CHAIRMAN introduced the following resolution which was read twice 
and referred to the Committee on Gastronomies and Dietetics. 


JOINT RESOLUTION 

To authorize the preparation of an appropiiate banquet in commemora- 
tion of the twenty-fifth anniversary of the granting of the charter to 
the American Numismatic Association. 


Resolved by the General Convention Committee and the Washington 
Numismatic Society in conference assembled, That in commemoration of the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of the granting of the charter to the American 
Numismatic Association, there shall be prepared in a kitchen of the Hotel 
Washington to be designated by the Maitre d’Hotel, not less than seven 
courses of standard size, delectability and composition each of special ap- 
propriate viand containing ingredients to be determined by the proper of- 
ficial authorities of the epicurean world with the approval of the Chef of 
the Hotel Washington, but the General Convention Committee shall not be 
subject to the slightest expense of making the guests partake of these 
courses, they to be of such quality that no urging is required. 

Sec. 2. The courses herein authorized shall be legally tender to the 
amount of their food value and shall be set before each guest in regular 
order upon certification by him of his willingness, but not more than one 
course shall be issued to him at any one time and no course shall be issued 
after the expiration of his capacity. Such courses shall be disposed of in 
the regular manner and the net enjoyment shall be used to bring back fond 
memories incidental and appropriate to the commemoration of such event. 

Sec. 3. All laws now in force relating to the delicacies of the world of 
Epicurea and the preparation and serving of the same; providing for the 
purchase of the finest ingredients and the distribution of the courses; for 
the prevention of any guest remaining in the state of hunger; or for any 
other purposes, whether such laws be dietary or otherwise, shall, so far 
as applicable, apply to the courses herein authorized. 

Sec. 4. Each course herein authorized shall commemorate a special and 
separate anniversary in order that the guest may be enabled to obtain rare 
specimens of our regard and admiration for the members and guests of 


the American Numismatic Association.

FRESH PEAS EN SUCRE — Commemorating the third anniversary of the 
admission of the SUCRE into the Commemorative Coin Industry.

While the menu was all that could be desired, it was the speechmaking 
which followed that made it much more than a good square meal.

Editorial Comment — Numismatic News 


THE FORT PEI^K PROPOSED HALF IIOLLAR. 

During August we received a few complaints from readers who had sent 
money for the set of Fort Peck commemorative half dollars as a result of 
the advertisement in our March issue. These complaints were to the effect 
that since there seemed little probability of the coins being issued, they 
had canceled their orders and asked for a refund of the money sent. The 
money was returned, but a deduction of 15 cents was made. This was 
explained in a letter from the Fort Peck Memorial Association to one of 
those who had ordered the coins as follows: 

“Due to the considerable expense of handling, postage, exchange, clerk 
hire, etc., we are obliged to make a charge on all orders withdrawn before 
the fate of our bill is known.” 

We wrote to Mr. Crichton, secretary of the Memorial Association, asking 
for a statement from him on the subject. Extracts from his letter are 
printed below for the information of all concerned. 

“When our bill was introduced last January we had every reason to expect 
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an early enactment and a great many collectors and dealers around the 
country seemed to feel very confident about the bill also, with the result 
that as soon as the bill was introduced we were swamped with letters want- 
ing to subscribe for the coins, wanting sets reserved. A number of these 
insisted on sending us money to reserve the sets. Several dealers wanted 
to go in with us to help us handle the issue. Two or three others had 
different propositions not quite so honorable. In short, they made so much 
correspondence that I figured the best way to do to give everybody an even 
break would be to insert an ad. stating the price at which these subscrip-* 
tions could be made. 

“As the orders were accepted subject to passage of the bill and minting 
of the coins, the money will be held until the issue is decided and if this 
is not satisfactory, anyone wishing to do so may recall his deposit, but we 
are making a slight charge for postage and handling when this is done, for 
we feel it is merely a case of a collector making a reservation and then 
later on changing his mind before the fate of the bill is decided. This 
change of mind on his part costs us considerable money and clerical work 
and we have been charging 10c. on single orders and 15c. on multiple 
orders. 

“As to one or two people having mentioned the fact they have let us use 
this money all this time, this means nothing at all. The money was de- 
posited in the bank and cannot and will not be touched, and having it 
here is of no value to anyone. Our local banks make an exchange charge, 
for handling outside items, so when we receive a check from some Eastern 
point we are out about 5c. for exchange in addition to the item of postaget 
For this reason, we feel our position is fully justified as we feel we are only 
charging for actual expense against those who have first subscribed and 
then changed their mind before the fate of the bill is determined. If the 
bill should be finally knocked out, we would then, of course, expect to re- 
turn every cent without deduction, but until this is decided we feel anyone 
who wants a refund should not object to paying a portion of what it has 
cost us to put his order on the books and return him his money.”

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FOUR HUNDRED YEARS OF COINAGE IN MEXICO. 


Several months ago it was announced that in commemoration of the 
400th anniversary of the establishment of the first mint on the Western 
Continent at Mexico City, a special issue of coins would be struck there. 
Later it was decided to issue two medals instead of coins. These medals 
have recently been struck and the designs are illustrated here through the 
courtesy of Farran Zerbe, Curator, Chase National Bank, New York City. 



They are struck in silver and copper from the same dies and are an inch 
and a half in diameter. They bear the inscription (translation), “Fourth 
Centenary of the Founding of the Mexican Mint, 1536-1936.” The obverse 
shows a modern coining press, with the names of Antonio de Mendoza, 
Viceroy of Mexico in 15 36, and General Lazaro Cardenas, President at this 
time. The reverse show a hand coining press of the type used in the early 
days of the mint.

Aside from the numerous local club meetings there has been little numis- 
matic activity in New York during the summer. The only thing that was 
of considerable interest was the annual convention of the A. N. A., and that 
took place quite a distance from here. Thirty-five Metropolitan New York- 
ers were present at Washington for more or less time. For the sake of 
record we shall name them: Mr. and Mrs. Farran Zerbe, Mr. and Mrs.

berg, Sr., Sternberg, Jr., Werner, Moritz Wormser and Charles Wormser. 
Our oldest and most respected member, George H. Blake, derived much en- 
joyment from introducing his grandfather to members of the Association. 
His “grandfather,” the 12-year old Joseph Lasser, journeyed all the way 
down to Washington in the company of Mr. Dewey and was “on his own” 
from Saturday until Tuesday. He returned home earlier than he wished in 
the company of some friends of his family. 

There is no need to comment on the excellent entertainment provided for 
us by our hosts, because this is described elsewhere. All New Yorkers spoke 
very highly of everything that was on the program. Since the heat of Sat- 
urday and Sunday and the rain of the other days was not on the program as 
originally laid out, we made the best of it and confined our activities to the 
hotel or to the air-conditioned restaurants. There was always plenty of 
activity at the hotel except after 3 o’clock in the morning — a few will say 
that the hour should have been stated as 2 A. M. The exhibit room was, as 
usual, a central meeting place and contained many fine displays of numis- 
matic material. One of the finest exhibits was made by a first-time con- 
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ventionite, W. Ray Carpenter, of the Bronx, who showed some of his beau- 
tiful British coins. 

Most collectors are quite pleased at the failure of Congress to pass the 
many commemorative coin bills this year. Of these collectors are a largo 
number that would have liked to see the passage of a bill authorizing the 
striking of a Constitution half dollar to be sold at fifty cents; another that 
would have prevented the striking of additional varieties of old commemo- 
ratives, and another asking for the appointment of a commemorative coin 
commission that would pass upon the worthiness of the project. Maybe all 
these will be taken up again at the next session, and we hope that the fail- 
ure of Congress this year to act will discourage the many unimportant and 
fantastic commemorative coin commissions next year. 

The fall numismatic activity will soon be in full swing. New York will 
have three auction sales within a week during September. The first will be 
Stack’s, the second Wayte Raymond’s and the third Elder’s. Wayte Ray- 
mond, Inc., is a newcomer into the mail auction field and will conduct an 
auction closing on September 20. In the past Mr. Raymond held auctions 
exclusively through J. C. Morgenthau & Co., Inc., but now he plans, by 
having mail auctions, to reduce overhead, offering smaller lots as a result. 

Members and friends of members of the Bronx Coin Club are now looking 
forward with anticipation to their fourth anniversary and fiftieth meeting 
to be held on October 27. Last year they enjoyed themselves so much that 
they are wondering if a larger gathering than the seventy-seven of last year 
will add to or detract from their enjoyment. Whether they have more 
pleasure or less pleasure, they will be sure to go home with the thought 
that birthday anniversaries should take place more often. 

Another event of great local importance is the joint meeting of the local 
numismatic clubs which will take place on December 10, with the New York 
Numismatic Club acting as host. As substitute for the Metropolitan Numis- 
matic Convention, this promises to be one of the outstanding numismatic 
events of the year.

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AN UNSUCCESSFUL DESKiN FOR THE DELAWARE HALF DOLLAR. 

The design for the Delawa re-Swedish half dollar was selected after a 
competition in which a number of designs were submitted. Collectors are 
familiar with the design finally adopted. We illustrate here one of the 
unsuccessful designs, submitted by Malcolm Gordon Anderson, of Port 
Washington, N. Y. 

This design is of special interest to A. N. A. members for the reason that 
Mr. Anderson is a grandson of George H. Blake, of Jersey City, for many 
years Treasurer of the A. N. A. The obverse is from a photograph of the 
model, while the reverse is from a photograph from a sketch. 

Mr. Anderson is the son of Robert Gordon Anderson, writer and author 
of “The Tavern Rogue” and other works of fiction, and Marion Blake An- 
derson, and is 22 years old. 



His advanced education has been in the Port Washington High School, 
National Academy of Design, Beaux Arts Institute of Design, and Art 
Students’ League, all of New York; also has taken courses in phychology 
at New York University, and is now in the Graduate Division of the Depart- 
ment of Fine Arts of Yale University working for the degree B. F. A. He 
has lived a year in Paris attending the Alliance Francaise. 

He was awarded the Bogart Scholarship on graduating from the Port 
Washington High School. He ranked fourth in the Paris Beaux Art prizes 
of 19 3 5. At Yale he received a prize in life modelling, and the Pardee 
prize in Sculpture, besides a number of smaller awards and mentions at 
the Beaux Arts and Yale. He is much interested in the designs of com- 
memorative coins and thinks that the frequent issue of them will con- 
tribute much to beauty and historical interest which may be expressed upon 
coinage.

The medal illustrated here has just been issued in Munich to commemo- 
rate the achievements of Carl August von Steinhill. The designs are by 
Karl Goetz. It is 80mm. in diameter and is struck in silver and bronze. 

Carl August von Steinhill was the inventor of the first photography, con- 
structor of numerous measuring instruments for optical purposes, and laid 
the first underground telegraphic cable, his own idea, as well as inventing 
the first telegraph.

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THE COINAGE OF NEW GUINEA. 

On page 626 of the July, 1937, issue of your journal there appears a ref- 
erence to New Guinea to which a further word of correction may be added. 
The Territory of New Guinea which lies north of the Territory of Papua, a 
portion of the Commonwealth of Australia, is held by the Commonwealth 
Government under mandate from the League of Nations. An ordinance of 
the mandated territory dated 8th October, 19 28, empowered the adminis- 
trator to issue nickel-bronze pence and halfpence, the pieces to be of the 
size of a shilling and sixpence respectively, with plain edges and perfora- 
tions of 3/16ths of an inch diameter in the center. Draft designs were 
prepared in the Melbourne Mint and, in accordance with custom, sent to the 
Royal Mint, London, where Mr. Kruger Gray modelled the punches and dies. 
In 19 29 there were struck at the Melbourne branch of the Royal Mint, 
62,670 pence and 24,590 halfpence. The issue was not favorably received 
by the natives and eventually was withdrawn, the coins remaining — the 
great bulk of the issue — being minted down. 

The Dominion of New Zealand has no more to do with New Guinea than 
has Canada, for instance, or even the British Government. 

Again, on page 664 of the same issue is a paragraph “The Spelling of 
New Guinea.” Those who possess any coins of that territory which have 
>. the name spelled Guinia may rest assured they are counterfeit, as all New 
Guinea coins, 1929, 1935 and 1936, were struck at the Melbourne Mint and 
all have the name spelled New Guinea.

THE BULLION VALUE OF 1804 SII.VKR DOLLARS. 

During the convention of the American Numismatic Association in Wash- 
ington the Evening Star published an interview with Mrs. Edness K. Wil- 
kins, secretary to Mrs. Nellie Tayloe Ross, Director of the Mint, and a mem- 
ber of the Washington Numismatic Society. Mrs. Wilkins is an active coin 
collector and attends the meetings of the Washington Society whenever 
possible. 

The interview with her was with reference to several well-known rarities 
in the U. S. coinage. On the subject of the 1804 silver dollar, the news- 
paper published the following: 

“Talk of the elusive 1913 nickel led to rare coins in general. Mrs. Wil- 
kins showed us an 1804 dollar, which is one of the rarest of our coins. Al- 
though 19,000 were minted, only 13 survive. Their pedigrees are known 
and the minute an extra appears collectors and Treasury officials begin a 
check to see if it is authentic. Where did the rest of the 19,000 go? No- 
body knows really. One story is that the boat on which they were being 
shipped from New York went down in a storm. Another tale, a bit morel 
reasonable, is that the silver bullion contained in the dollar was more 
valuable than the dollar itself. In fact, a dollar then contained about $1.26 
worth of silver. Perhaps people began to melt them and possibly the mints 
caught the fever and melted them, too — all except the lucky 13.”
